152-Billion Total Exceeds 

1944 Despite Cutbacks 
- After V-J Day — Far 
West Only Section to 
Show Decline,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP)— 
The nation as a whole took the 
sharp production cutbacks which 
immediately followed V-J day 
pretty much in stride, Department 
of Commerce economists indicated 
today. 

On the basis of individual in- 
comes, 1945 reached a record of 
152 billion dollars, an increase of 
more than three billions over 
1944, the peak war production 
year, their report disclosed. In 
every region except the Far West, 
individual incomes either matched 
or slightly exceeded the 1944 rec- 
ord. In the Far West, where 
shipbuilding and aircraft manu- 
facture sparked a spectacular war- 
period expansion of individual in- 
come, the decline in 1945 was 
slight. 

The summary effects of war 
production curtailment, rapid mili- 
tary demobilization and other re- 
adjustments to peace on the ag- 
gregate flow of individual incomes 
were, for the country as a whole, 
“of rather minor order,” the re- 
port said. It pointed out that in- 


come payments in the fourth quar- 
ter of 1945 were actually on a 
slightly higher level than in 1944 
and were only four billions below 
the record of 155 billions a year 
reached in the first quarter, “not- 
withstanding a 12 billion lower 
volume of war industry payrolls. 

The re auppehased.andnce | 
estimates *furnished by the states. 
It said that the estimates, after 
elimination of all military pay- 
ments, which amounted to 14 bil- 
lions, at an annual rate, in the 
last three months of 1945 “can 
well qualify as a general preview 
of the geographic distribution of 
income in the immediate years.” 

A Department of Commerce 
spokesman explained that this 
meant that the wartime gains in 
national income made by the 
South and Far West probably will 
continue. 

The three states showing the 
largest relative declines in income 
payments from 1944 to the last 
quarter of 1945 were among the 
five states that had experienced 
the largest increase from 1940 to 
1944 in the percentage of all in- 
come accounted for by war-indus- 
try payrolls, the report said. They 
were Washington, Oregon and 
Michigan, all of which reported 
income declines of approximately 
one-tenth from 1944 levels,

The decision of the AFL S&t. 
Louis Police Union, Local 549, to 
“go underground” was called a 


“face-saving device” yesterday by 
Ben L. Liberman, treasurer of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, 
who asserted the union had a 
membership of only 431 out of 
2300 eligibles in the Police De- 
partment, 

Officers of the union claimed 
more than 1300 members when 
the commissioners issued an ulti- 
matum on Aug. 17 requiring po- 
licemen to quit the union by next 
Friday on threat of dismissal. 

In a prepared statement Liber- 
man asserted that 147 members 
of the police force resigned from 
the union in the first three days 
following -the board’s vitimatum 
and a total of 243 have resigned 
sa far. Union officers had placed 
the number of resignations at 11. 

Liberman said the police union’s 
plans would not: prevent the Po- 
lice .Department from “learning 
the true facts and taking appro- 
priate action.”

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Church Membership Is Up, Income 
Down, Survey of 26 Years Shows 


NEW YORK, Aug 24 (AP) — 
Church membership is up; church 
income is down. That is the basic 
conclusion of survey of 26 years 
of revenue to religion, just com- 
pleted by the national stewardship 
institute of the Golden Rule 
Foundation. 

In analyzing its figures, the in- 
stitute split the 26 years of the 
survey down the middle. For the 
first 13 years, 1920-32, church giv- 
ing totaled $5,534,906,178; for the 
second 13 years, 1933-45, it totaled 
$4,479,560,695—a decline of more 
than one billion dollars. For the 
same two periods, the per capita 
average for church members 
slumped from $20.01 per year to 
$13.90. 

This slump came while church 
membership was increasing “more 
rapidly than the population,” while 
national income was increasing, 
while there were “multiplied ex- 
penditures for luxuries and unpre- 
cedented savings,” the institute re- 
ported, 

(The survey was based on offi- 


cial annual reports of churches of 
all denominations. The lowest 


number of religious groups cov- 
ered was 16 in' the first year of 
the survey. The highest was 25 
in 1922. Sometimes figures avail- 
able were projected to include all 
church members, but institute of- 
ficials are confident that “these 
piled-up figures are not an exag- 
geration, Their only fault is that 
they are an understatement.”’) 

Financial statements were not 
uvailable from the Catholic church, 
and Jewish temples operate inde- 
pendently of each other. 

The figures show that even after 
an unprecedented 40 billion dol- 
lars was paid in taxes in 1944, and 
all living expenses had been met, 
the survey said “we still had at 
our command 67% billion dollars 
to spend any way we chose.” 

“It seems we chose to give a 
scant billion of that amount to 
churches and character building 
agencies. Nearly twice as much 
was spent on tobacco, three times 
as much for movies and recreation, 
seven times as much for alcoholic 
beverages, nearly 10 times as much 
ae jewelry, furs and other luxu- 
nea”. 3

Demands Security Coun- 
cil Look Into Athens 
Policy Toward Alban- 
ia, Assails Presence of 
British Troops. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 24 (AP)— 
The Soviet Ukraine tonight filed 
a formal complaint against Greece 
with the United Nations Security 
Council, charging that the Greeks 
were attempting to provoke war 
with neighboring Albania, 

Foreigner Minister Dmitri Man- 
uilsky, contending that the “irre- 
sponsible policy” of the Greek 
Government endangered peace 
and security in the Balkans, called 
on the council to act “without 
delay to eliminate this threat to 
peace.” 

Manuilsky, who released the 
text of the complaint in Paris, also 
contended that British interven- 
tion in Greece and the presence of 
British troops was the “principal 
factor” in upsetting the situation 
in the Balkans. 

“Cases are becoming ever more 
frequent in which the Greek 
armed groups penetrate into Al- 
banian territory with the obvious 
object of provoking an armed con- 
flict with Albania which would 
serve as a pretext for the wrest- 
ing of the southern part of Alba- 
nia (northern Epirus) in favor of 
Greece,” the complaint said. 

This was the second time the 
Greek case had come before the 
council, Russia having asked last 
January for the U.N. to take up 
the Greek question on the grounds 
that the presence of British 
troops there constituted interfer- 
ence in the internal affairs of the 
country. In February, the coun- 
cil agreed to take note of declara- 
tions made by all delegates and 
consider the matter closed. 

Great Britain has set no date 
for the withdrawal of troops from 
Greece.

FOUND IN YUGOSLAV GRAVE 


Army. Search Raises Question of Whether 
5 Died in Crash — ‘Reconnoitering’ 
Flights Ordered, Tito Charges.

BELGRADE, Aug. 24 (AP)—A 
representative of the graves regis- 
tration commission said tonight 
that United States Army work- 
ers’ investigations indicated that 
the bodies of only three United 
States flyers had been found in a 
common grave in the Yugoslav 
mountain village of Kroprivnik. 
As Army workers searched the 
grave, the representative said, the 
question again was raised as to 
whether five American airmen, as 
had been supposed, or only three, 
died in the blazing® wreckage of 
their United States transport 
plane shot down near Bled, in 
northwest Yugoslavia, on Aug. 19. 
The commission  informant’s 
statement followed by a few hours 
an accusation by Yugoslav Prem- 
ier Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz that 
United States Army authorities 
deliberately ordered flights over 
Yugoslav military installations. 
The flights were carried out, 


Tito charged, for “reconnoitering 


‘those regions which our military 


units are occupying in Zone B and 
the rest of the frontier zone.” Zone 
B is the portion of disputed Ve- 
nezia Giulia occupied by Yugo- 
slav forces, 

A graves registration squad 
could identify positively only one 
body found in the grave—that of 
Capt. H. F. Schrieber. The in- 
formant said identification was 
made by a dog tag found on the 
body, 

Eyewitnesses to the shooting 
down of the transport plane by 
two Yugoslav pursuit planes told 
United States investigators they 
had seen two men parachute, ap- 
parently to safety, as the bullet- 
riddled craft spiralled to earth in 
a cloud of black smoke.

TURK ON U.S. PLANE 
SAYS TITO’S FLYERS 
WERE QUICK TO FIRE 


Wounded Captain Tells Pat- 
terson He Is Not Allowed 
to Send Messages. 


‘LJUBLJANA, Yugoslavia, Aug. 
24 (AP)—Ihsan Unesen, Turkish 
captain wounded in a Units 
Stdtes tfansport plane Aug. 49, 
was quoted by United States Am- 
bassador Richard C. Patterson to- 
day as saying the interval be- 
tween the sighting of the first 
Yugoslav fighters and their initial 
machine-gun burst “was not more 
than one minute.” 

The 32-year-old liafson officer, 
attached to United States Army 
headquarters at Frankfurt, was 
visited by Patterson today, 

Although the other nine crew- 
men and passengers of the plane 
have been ushered to the Yugo- 
slav-Italian border, Unesen told 
Patterson “I have not been per- 
mitted to send messages to my 
own officials, although I have re- 
quested permission to do so.” 

He suffered fractured wrists 
and a bullet wound in his chest, 
but he told the American diplo- 
mat he was being given treatment 
and “I feel in good enough condi- 
tion to travel,” 

He said he was “sure that the 
pilot (of the American plane) was 
lost because of bad weather.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP)— 
The “release” of Maxim Litvinoff 
from his duties as Soviet Deputy 


Foreign Minister was interpreted 
by American diplomats today as 
a blow at Russian co-operation 
with the United States and Brit- 


ain. 

Simultaneously there came _ to 
light even more specific instances 
of a vast movement by the Stalin 
government to tighten its . hold 
over the Russian people and ex- 
clude western powers, including 
the United States, from knowl- 
edge of what is going on in the 
Soviet Union, 

At the request of the Russian 
Government, it was learned, Amer- 
ican naval attaches have been 
withdrawn from the ports of 
Archangel and Vladivostok. The 
attache in Odessa is being allowed 
to remain there only temporarily 
because he is needed to check 
UNRRA ships in and out as a 
representtive of American inter- 
ests, 

Russians Won't Answer. 

The restrictions on United 
States representatives in Russia 
leaves only the attache in Odessa, 
the embassy in Moscow and a 
consulate in Vladivostok. Authori- 
ties here disclosed that the Rus- 
sians thus far have turned a deaf 
ear to requests to open American 
consulates in various other Rus- 
sian cities. They will not even 
answer inquiries on the subject, 
it was stated. 

The result is that Washington 
authorities are seriously consider- 
ing slapping a “get out order” on 
some Russian consulates in this 
country but no decision has been 
made yet. 

The Litvinoff announcement. 
coming against this background of 
recent incidents and on top of the 
conflicts over Turkey, Iran, Poland 
and the Balkans, and in the midst 
of the Yugoslav dispute, was not 
unexpected at the State Depart- 
ment.

Litvinoff’s name failed to appear 
on the published list of the col- 
legium (directing committee) of 
the ie Moscow Foreign Office and 
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Atomic Device Expected to Run 
Engine Across U.S. for Dollar 


BUFFALO, N.Y., Aug. 24 (AP)— 
The Buffalo Machinery Co. said 
today it had applied for a patent 
on a device designed to produce an 
atomic gas eventually expected to 
power locomotives from coast to 


| coast at a cost of less than one 


dollar. 

Vice President F. Alden Miller 
said the machine tool and steam 
turbine firm had developed a rec- 
tifier which he said has been pro- 
ducing for six months a combusti- 
ble gas from a commercial type of 
atomic “C” uranium. 

He said the experimental model 
contained a chamber for a six- 
ounce charge consisting of 1-640th 
of a grain of atomic “C” dissipat- 
ed into six ounces of inert mate- 


rial (wood ash). Saturated with 
water, the charge produced a gas 
for which no name has been 
chosen, he added. The released 
gas burns like ordinary illuminat- 
ing gas. 

Acknowledging that the present 
costs were high, Miller said that 
“the best advices we can get in- 
dicate that atomic ‘C’ eventually 
can be bought for between 50 
cents and a dollar a pound.” 

“It would take only about one 
pound to operate a _ locamotive 
for four days—long enough to 
travel from coast to coast,” he 
added. 

He said availability of the mate- 
rail depended on the Govern- 
ment’s control plans.

State Department in An- 
nouncing Yugoslavs 
Bowed to Demands 
‘Makes Public Envoy’s

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP)— 
The Government announced to~- 
night that Yugoslavia had “com- 
plied” with the ultimatum over 
the shooting down of American 
transport planes, but it held open 
the threat still to place the whole 
case before the United Nations 
Security Council. 

Whether it does so, an official 
statement indicated, will depend 
on the official evidence of the 
circumstances under which the 


Planes were shot down plus “the 
efforts of the Yugoslav Govern 
ment to right the wrong done.” 

The “wrong done” includes the 
deaths of several, if not all, the 
five crew members aboard the 
unarmed Army transport plane 
shot down Aug. 19. Yugoslav Mar- 
shal Josip (Tito) Broz in a letter 
to American Ambassador Rich 
C. Pattersofon Alig. 23 sald that 
none of the occupants of sae 
plane “has been found so far,” 
apparently meaning that he had 
no evidence of survivors. The 
“compliance” consisted of release 
of the occupants of the first plane, 
downed Aug. 9. 

3 Documents Made Public. 

In announcing compliance with 
the ultimatum which expired at 
9:15 a.m. (St. Louls time) today, 
48 hours after it was delivered to 
the Yugoslav Foreign Office at 
Belgrade, the State Department 
made public three documents from 
Patterson. 

These showed discrepancies be- 
tween Patterson's report of his 
personal conversation with Tito on 
Aug. 22 and a letter from Tito on 
Aug. 23 which Patterson told the 
department “confirms oral state- 
ment.” 

Patterson's report of the oral 
statement quoted Tito as saying 
that the incidents of the shooting 
“will not be repeated,” that Yugo- 
slavia hereafter will always accept 
planes in trouble and that Tito 
“emphasized he is extremely sorry 
for what happéned.” + 

Tito’s letter of the 23rd did not 
repeat a single one of these assur- 
ances or expressions of sorrow. 


There was no explanation in the 
documents for these differences 
between what Tito wrote and 
what Patterson reports Tito told 
him. The letter was briefly and 
bluntly phrased, but evidently, Pat- 
terson said, it was in direct reply 
to the American ultimatum and 
its release showed that Tito was 
neither ignoring nor rejecting that 
angrily worded document. 

Flights to Be Resumed. 

In Frankfurt, Germany, head- 
quarters of Gen. Joseph H. Mc- 
Narney, United States Army 
European commander, announced 
that regular, direct air transport 
flights between Vienna and Udine, 
Italy, would be resumed tomorrow 
morning. The flights were ordered 
canceled after the Yugoslav at- 
tacks on the transports flying that 
route, 

Col. George 8, Eyster, public, re- 
lations chief of the United States 
Army in Europe, announced re- 
sumption of the traffic and said: 
“Pilots will be instructed as here 
tofore to fly the route—Klagen- 
furt-Hemagor-Udine carefully, 
avoiding flying off their course or 
flying over Yugoslav territory.” 

Tito insisted in his dealings 
with Patterson that the planes 
fired on by Yugoslav fighters 
were well over his country’s ter- 
ritory and that the fighters “were 
acting in normal defense of fron- 
tier,” as Patterson reported it. 
But Tito asserted no _ special 
orders had been issued for the 
shootings and they were not in 
retaliation for the shooting of 
Yugoslav soldiers recently by an 
American border patrol near 
Trieste during a skirmish. 

Tito rejected the State Depart- 
ment’s contentions in the ultima- 
tum that there were relatively 
few flights over his territory. He 
said that in fact there were “thou- 
sands” of flights over Yugoslavia 
by military aircraft from Allied 
ficlds which were a “deliberate 
flaunting of Yugoslav sovereignty 
and attempt to impress Yugoslavs 
with Allied strength.” 

Deplores Loss of Life. 

“Nevertheless,” Patterson said 
in reporting the cunversation with 
the Yugoslav chief, “he deplored 
loss of lives and has now given 
orders that no foreign planes are 
to be shot at under any circum» 
stances.

Note Sent Last May Re- 
ported to Have Charged 
American Aim Was to 
Force Support of Dan- 
ube Policy.

LONDON, Aug. 24 (AP)—Yugo- 
slavia charged in a note to the 
United States last May that Amer- 
ican refusal to release $10,000,000 
in Yugoslavia siiipping constituted 
“political pressure” to force Mar- 
shal Josip (Tito) Broz to support 
internationalization of the Dan- 
ube, a Yugoslay source said today. 

This informant added that the 
note said that United States fail- 
ure to release 173 units of Yugo- 
siavia’s Danube fleet had cost 
Yugoslavia $20,000,000 in lost pro- 
ductivity, and that Tito’s govern- 
ment had threatened to “take all 
steps to defend her interests.” He 
said the ships were held in the 


American zone of Austria. 

He said the representative of 
the American embassy in Bel- 
grade had declared that if Yugo- 
slavia supported the United States 
plan for internationalization of 
the Danube “then something may 
be done about the ships.” 

/ similar attitude was encount- 
ered in United States authorities 
in Vienna, who informed Yugo- 
slavia the issue was closely con- 
nected with internationalization of 
the Danube, the source said. The 
United States authorities were 
said to have told Yugoslavia that 
it “would be a good thing if 
Yugoslavia supported the Ameri- 
can plan for internationalization 
of the Danube.” 

Britain Told of Exchanges. 

Tre informant said the Yugo- 
slav note interpreting the Ameri- 
can action as “political pressure” 
was handed to the United States 
last May, and that Britain was 
informed of the exchanges with 
the request that her “good serv- 
ices” be offered to assist in the 
matter. He said Britain has made 
no reply. 

(United States Under Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson, when 
asked in Washington yesterday 
about the Yugoslav-Danube situ- 
ation, told reporters that the 
United States wanted to discuss 
reopening: navigation on the 
Danube for all countries border- 
ing on the river. As for the ships 
themselves, he said the United 
States has some in Austria that 
were the property of individuals 
other than Austrians. Officials at 
the State Department would not 
make any further comment.) 

At the British foreign office to- 
day a spokesman said they were 
aware of Yugoslavia’s exchange 
with the United States on the 
question of Danube shipping, but 
they could not disclose whether 
any action was taken. 

It was announced yesterday that 
Yugoslavia earlier this month had 
filed an appeal with the Economic 
and Security Council of the United 
Nations asking for return of 167 
vessels held on the upper Danube. 
That appeal did not mention the 
United States specifically. 

The informant said that because 
of American neglect several 
Yugorlav ships and barges had 
already cappized. 

Effect on Fuel Supply. 

He said the “frozen” ships In- 
cluded all Yugoslavia’s oil tank- 
ers used to transport Romanian 
oll] down the Danube, and that 
their loss caused “serious results 
to the regular supply of fuel for 
the country.” He added that the 
ships also were needed to trans- 
port food. 

The vessels include 13 first 
class passenger ships, eight mo- 
tor ships, 13 tankers, and other 
craft, he said, adding that they 
had been removed om Yugoslav 
rivers in the fall of 194% by the 
retreating Germans. 

Saying that on several occasions 
in 1945 and 1946 Yugoslavia asked 
for release of the ships, he added: 

“The Americans gave evasive 
answers, stating thers was a seri- 
ous obstacle in the river area 
near Tuln (the Linz area) where 
a bridge barred all traffic. Thev 
promised that the obstacle would 
be removed by December, 1945, 
and the ships would be allowed to 
proceed down the river.” 

He added that this did not ma- 
teralize, and when an expert com- 
mission was sent to inspect the 
Danube in the American zone it 
found “no obstacles which would 
prevent the ships sailing down the 
river.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP).

Statement by the State Depart- 
ment: 

The messages received from Am- 
bassador Patterson indicate that 
the demands presented to the 
Yugoslav Government by the 
United States Government have 
been complied with. 

As stated in the note of Aug. 21, 
in this situation the United States 
Government will. determine its 
course in the light of the evidence 
secured and the efforts of the 
Yugoslav Government to right the 
wrong done. Full reports as to 
the foregoing including the reports 
of the survivors of the attack of 
Aug. 9, which will be made directly 
to the Secretary of State and Sen- 
ator Connally in Paris have not 
yet been received in Washington.

Ambassador’s First 
Report to Washington. 


Message from Ambassador Rich- 
ard C, Patterson Jr., in Belgrade 


to the State Department, dated 
Aug. 22, 9 p.m.: 

Tito received me. today in 
friendly manner accompanied hy 
Cols. Partridge and Stratton and 
Fraleigh. Two hour conference 
covered both protest on planes 
and other points at issue. Re- 
garding planes, I read the depart- 
ment’s Aug. 21 note. Tito replied 
occupants of the first plane were 
released today and already on 
way to Trieste; said occupants of 
second plane have not yet been 
found.

With two Yugoslav officers de- 
tailed to assist us we spent today 
searching for Aug. 19 wreck 
and bodies in mountains north- 
west of Bled, By making two- 
hour drive and four-hour hike we 
found wreck smashed and burned 
on wooded hillside. Peasants there 
guided us to remains of bodies 
buried in church yard at Kopriv- 
nik village, one-hour hike from 
wreck. Remains were gathered 
Aug. 20, buried same day by Yugo- 
slav militia patrol. We found pa- 
trol leader who told us two bodies 
were burned in parachutes inside 
plane. These and fragments of 
other bodies pointed to “five or 
six killed.”

Message from Ambassador Pat- 
terson to the State Department 
dated Aug. 23, midnight:

“Excellency: 

“With reference to our yester- 
day conversation have the honor 
to advise you as follows: 


“Regarding the facual state I 
have nothing to add to the note 
of the Yugoslav Ministry of For- 
eign affaires No. 9860 of Aug. 20, 
but solely that subsequent reports 
do not confirm the first ones 
according to which two members 
of the crew would have bailed out 
In parachutes. It appears now 
that the parachuting object eye- 
witnesses mistook for occupants 
of the plane might have been 
two gasoline barrels wrapped in 
two sheets. Investigation still be- 
ing carried out. 

“It is not possible for the mo- 
ment to produce a definite de- 
tailed report of what had hap- 
pened apart from that I can on 
this occasion emphasize only once 
again the statements of the minis- 
try’s note quoted above which 
correctly described the~ circum- 
stances which were causing this 
regrettable occurrence. 


“In connection with the state- 
ments put forth during our con- 
versation yesterday, I have first 
to point out that it is not correct 
that the plane had only been a 
mile or two within Yugoslav ter- 
ritory in the moment when forced 
down. The plane was 50 kilometers 
from the nearest point on the 
frontier. 

Further I have to underline once 
more that the Yugoslav fighters 
were, during almost a quarter of 
an hour time, inciting the plane 
to land. They also wanted to show 
the route to the airport only three 
miles far away but the aircraft 
definitely refused compliance with 
the landing order. Accordingly it 
does not correspond with the facts 
the Yugoslav fighters had not 
warned the plane nor is it correct 
that the plane had been forced 
because of weather conditions to 
deviate from its course. It is no- 
torious in the country where the 
accident took place that the day 
was absolutely clear and of per- 
fect visibility. 

“As for the occupants of the 
plane forced down Aug. 9, once 
the investigation got terminated 
the Yugoslay Government  sus- 
pended on Aug. 21 any movement 
limitation imposed upon the per- 
sons concerned. During, and for 
the purpose of the investigation 
itself, Mr. Hohenthal, the Ameri- 
can consul, was informed thereof 
and at 730 hours on Aug. 22 he 
took over. It is evident that they 
are allowed to leave Yugoslavia 
whenever they want to. Your Goy- 


fernment may also, of course, dis- 


pose at any time over the aircraft 
question.

Weather Foul and Over-

TRIESTE, Aug. 24 (UP)—Two 
Americans who saw Yugoslav 
fighter planes shoot a defenseless 
Army transport out, of the sky on 
Aug. 19 said today that the weath- 
er was foul, directly contradicting 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz’'s state- 
ment that it was fair and the 
pilot should have known where 
he was going. 

The Americans, Richard 8. Go- 
lick of Sheboygan, Wis., and Paula 
8. Filipus of Detroit, Mich., both 
UNRRA employes, saw the riddled 
plane rol] over on its side and 
plunge smoking into the moun- 
tains. 

They witnessed the attack at 
Bled, the Yugoslav summer cap- 
ital, where Marshal Tito saw it, 
“It was completely overcast; 
there wasn’t a break in the 
clouds,” they said. 

It was so unpleasant, they add- 
ed, that nobody at the resort of 
Bled had gone swimming that 
day. 

Report Sent to U. 8. 
Golick, a former infantryman 
in the United States Army, and 
Miss Filipus were vacationing at 
Bled, They work for UNRRA at 
Belgrade. Their version of the at- 
tack has been given to military 
authorities here to be forwarded 
to the State Department in Wash- 
ington. 

Golick said he went to the porch 
of the hotel on the south shore 
of the lake at Bled when he heard 
the plane’s engines because 
“planes are so rare over Yugo- 
slavia that everyone, even in Bel- 
grade, goes out to look when they 
are heard. 

“IT saw a larger plane which 
was of the transport type—defin- 
itely not a bomber-—and two 
smaller planes which appeared to 
be fighters approaching from the 
direction of Klagenfurt over the 
mountains to the north,” he said. 

“The sky was so overcast, how- 
ever, that I couldn’t make out the 
markings on the planes. I was 
curious about the nationality be- 
cause I. had heard about the 
other American transport being 
downed, 

Fighter Dives on Transport. 

“One of the smaller planes was 
flying above and’ below the trans- 
port. When they were almost 
overhead, the top fighter dived 
toward the nose of the transport 
which appeared to be turning left 
as though circling in search of a 
landing spot. : 

“Suddenly the transport started 
smoking, rolled over on its side 
and plummeted straight toward 
the back of the mountain at the 
western side of the lake.

NEW YORK, Aug. 2% (AP)— 
Sir Alexander Cadogan, British 
delegate to the United Nations 
Security Council, said tonight that 
“abuse of the veto has tended to 
discredit the Security Council” 
and declared flatly that “the veto 
has backfired.” 

He added, however, In an ad- 
dress prepared for the foreign 
policy radio program (N.B.C.) that 
he did not belleve it would be pos- 
sible to remove the veto from the 
charter, which grants the special 
voting right to the United States, 


jreat Britain, Russia, France and 
China, 

“It's not the veto that's wrong 
sO much as the use that’s being 
made of it,” he said. “The ideal 
condition for the proper working 
of the United Nations is unanimity 
amongst the great powers.” 

Without naming Russia, Cado- 
gan, added: 

“The shortest way to unaimity is 
for one power to adapt itself to 
the united views of the other four. 
For one power to demand that the 
four others should conform to its 
ideas reminds me of the retort 
made by the recruit who, when re- 
proached for being out of step, 
said ‘then change yours.’ 


“The veto has been exercised 
more than once in a way that 
seemed to many an obstruction of 
the intentions of the other mem- 
bers of the council.” 

Russia has used the veto four 
times, thrice in one session of the 
Spanish case; and France has in- 
voked the power once.

Price Administrator Paul Porter 
promised the “toughest program 
yet” on meat price enforcement to 
prevent the black market from 
nullifying the rolled-back meat 
ceilings which go into effect Sept. 
$ 


A demonstration of firmness on 
the price line is imperative, most 
officials agreed, if labor is to be 
dissuaded from a new outburst of 
higher wage demands and strikes. 

The AFL was aroused anew by 
three decisions of the Wage Stabi- 
lization Board yesterday refusing 


wage increases for AFL seamen. 
CIO already has served notice that 
labor peace cannot last if living 
costs go up while the administra- 
tion continues to sit firmly on the 
wage lid. 

In San Francisco, Harry Lunde- 
berg, secretary of the AFL Sailors 
Union of the Pacific, said AFL 
sailors would meet in all Pacific 
ports Monday night to decide 
whether to walk out in protest 
against the WSB’s ruling. 

(The United Press reported that 
AFL President William Green 
said the AFL would “refuse to ac- 
cept or comply with” the WSB 
ruling. “We regard the WSB de- 
cision as a direct blow at free 
collective bargaining,” he said.)

Robert J. Watt, AFL interna- 
tional representative and a mem- 
ber of WSB, declared in a. broad- 
cast tonight that “so far as the 
mation’s workers are concerned, 
the price squeeze is aggravated 
by the Government’s rigid freeze 
of wages.” 

“Under the-circumstances, the 
AFL has become completely dis- 
illusioned with bureaucratic con- 
trol of prices and wages,” Watt 
said. “We look forward anxious- 
ly to the day when such controls 
can be wiped out entirely.” 

It became apparent, however, 
that OPA plans no great flood of 
price increases from the Barkley- 
Taft amendment to the new Price 
Control act, one of the congres- 
sional issues on which OPA almost 
foundered. 

Ruling Next Week. 

OPA expects to issue next week 
fts interpretation of this amend- 
ment, which requires the agency 
to grant 1940 profits on manufac- 
tured items instead of the lower 
1936-39 earnings yardstick which 
previously applied. 

One tentative draft of the regu- 
lation has come to light. It prob- 
ably will be altered,’ but not 
greatly. 

The draft would call for a mass 
of statistical data on costs, prices 
and earnings of an industry for 
the last year, for 1940, and for 
1936-39. To start proceedings for 
an increase, the industry commit- 
tee must show that it represents 
75 per cent of the nation’s total 
output of a product. 

OPA indicated it would inter- 
pret rigidly the Barkley-Taft pro- 
vision that no increase need be 
granted on a product if a rise in 
its production would cut into the 
output of some other equally 
needed product. OPA’s draft regu- 
lation said the Government would 
take into account the availability 
of manpower, materials and plant 
facilities. This might bar many 
price increases, in view of present 
acute shortages of materials and 
the prospect of a shortage of man- 
power by the end of this year. 

The law also says that no price 
boost need be granted if “a reas- 
onable” profit already is being 
earned and if the increase would 
not bring about added production. 
OPA's interpretation says that 
such a production increase must 
amount to 15 per cent within six 
months. 

Four Enforcement Agencies. 

OPA Administrator Porter, in 
his week-end broadcast, told con- 
sumeérs that meat price ceilings 
would be enforced to the letter. 

“From now on the word will be 
— black marketeers beware!” 
Porter said. 

He said that three agencies 
with big and well-seasoned en- 
forcement staffs—Justice, Treas- 
tury and Agriculture Department 
—will team up with OPA's en- 
larged force of inspectors to quash 
“anyone with a misguided ambi- 
tion for illegal profits.” 

Porter said that some livestock 
producers will want to hold back 
meat cattle from market in hope 
of forcing higher prices. OPA 
will not yield to any such “purely 
pressure drives,” he added, and 
the ceilings will be held “at firm 
and equitable” levels. Porter has 
atated that OPA will strive to roll 
ceilings back to June 30 levels or 
close to that point.

Pink. Variety Developed 
by George H. Pring 
After Four Years at 
Shaw’s Garden. 


Joanne Pring, the five-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Pring, 4211 Botanical avenue, is 
the envy of her playmates since 
she has had a new pygmy water 
lily named in her honor. * 

Joanne’s grandfather, George H. 
Pring, superintendent of Shaw's 
Garden, worked four years to de- 
velop the little pink flower. He 
named it after his grand-daughter 


because he said she is the pygmy 
of the Pring family. 


This type of lily is entirely new. 
Of the pygmy variety, there have 
existed in the past only a pure 
white one, from China, and a hy- 
brid yellow produced in France 
which was a cross of the pure 
white and a Mexican hardy yel- 
low which was not pygmy. The 
Pring lily is pink and its flower 
measures from one to two inches 
across. It can be grown in a half 
a barrel of water. 

Pring started developing the lily 
when a pink sport was produced 
from the hybrid yellow stfain. 
Working with the sport, he se- 
lected the plants he wanted when 
the crown divided into many small 
plants, and he has now definitely 
fixed the color and is able to 
propagate it. He sent plants to 
two water lily experts, Robert 
Trickett, of London, and Charles 
Tricker, of Saddle River, N. J., 
who confirmed the fact that the 
plant is now fixed. Tricker said 
the plant is now ready for wide 
distribution, 

Pring has one flowering plant 
and 20 stock plants at Shaw's Gar- 
den, but none is on public ex- 
hibition, and will not be until next 
year, when he hopes distribution 
of the lily will start. The flower 
will be a welcome -addition for 
amateur gardeners, he pointed out, 
because it can even be kept in a: 
back-yard barrel.

The late Dr. Walter E. Dandy, 
famous brain surgeon, in a paper 
published posthumously today in 
the Johns Hopkins Hospital Bul- 
letin, said he believed he had dis- 
covered in which part of the brain 
the center of consciousness lies. 

Dr. Dandy, who died last April, 
described operations performed by 
himself. and other surgeons over 
15 years as supporting a belief 
that consciousness is fixed in the 
corpus striatum, This is a part 
slightly in front of the midbrain, 
almost in the center of the skull 
cavity. It is level with the eyes 
and the top of the ears, 

Dr. Dandy reported on 10 cases 
involving injury to the front sec- 
tion of the corpus striatum or 
deprivation of its blood supply. 
In each case there was complete 
and immediate loss of conscious- 
ness for periods ranging from two 
to 51 days, followed by death. 

In the period of unconscious- 
ness the body was in a vegetative 
state—all of the automatic func- 
tions continuing. There was no 
sign that the brain was-receiving 
any’ impressions of the outer 
world and no response to outer 
stimuli by speech or movement, 

He stated also that the center 
of consciousness is certainly con- 
cerned with sleep. 


POPE LIGHTS CROSS BY RADIO: 
AGAIN URGES JUST PEACE 


ROME, Aug. 24 (AP)—From his 
summer home at Castel Gandolfo, 
Pope Pius XII tonight pressed a 
button that illuminated by radio 
the newly erected cross of Monte 
Amiata in Tuscany. 

The cross was destroyed in 1944 
during fighting between the Ger- 
mans and the Allies. 

As the Pope pressed the button 
that illuminated a thousand lights 
on the cross, thousands of persons 
who had gathered at the mount 
from all parts of Tuscany began 
to sing. Speaking briefly by radio, 
the Pope reiterated his hopes for 
a just peace.

BIG TWIN-ENGINE 
NAVY HELICOPTER 
BEING TESTED HERE 


Plane Described as First and 
Largest of Its Type— 
Weighs 11,000 Pounds. 


Experimental test flights of 
what is described as the world’s 
first twin-engine helicopter, lar- 
gest in existence, are being con- 
ducted by the McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp., which is developing the 
plane for the Navy. 

The flights, at low altitude and 
of short duration, are made from 
the company’s plant at Lambert- 
St. Louis field. The gross weight 
of the craft, which has twin ro- 
tors, is more than 11,000 pounds. 
Specifications of the plane, which 
is officially designated as XHJD-1 
have not been made public, 

Besides the customary naviga- 
tional instruments it is equipped 
with numerous other devices 
which may be employed in ex- 
haustive flight research. Produc- 
tion of the helicopter began five 
months ago under a, schedule 
which calls for its perfection in 11 
months. 

The McDonnell Company re- 
cently developed the XFD-1 Phan- 
tom, a jet propelled monoplane, 
for the Navy, completing test 
flights from the carrier Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. It was inspected 
Friday at the plant by Air Com- 
modore Frank Whittle, of the 
Royal Air Force, inventor of the 
jet-propulsion engine. His basic 
patent is employed in the plane.

A center for treatment of acute 
infantile paralysis cases from St. 
Louis and St. Louis county will be 
opened Sept. 2 on the third floor 
of the St. Louis County Health 
Department Building, it was an- 
nounced last night by Dr. Curtis 
H. Lohr, superintendent of the 
St. Louis County Hospital. 

Dr. Lohr will act as director of 
the center and Dr. Malcolm Cook 
of the Washington University 
School of Medicine as supervisor. 
The building in which the center 
will be housed is in Clayton, next 
to the St. Louis County Hospital, 

To begin with, Dr. Lohr said, 
only 22 beds will be provided, be- 
cause a staff and equipment, for 
only that number has been as- 
sembled. Equipment will include 
three iron lungs, being furnished 
by the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis, which also is 
financing the center. The Foun- 
dation is sending three instructors 
to St. Louis to train 10 nurses and 
others on the staff in the care of 
paralysis cases, Later, Dr. Lohe 
said, convalescent as well as acute 
cases will be accepted at the cen- 
ter, which is to be a permanent 
institution. An eventual capacity 
of 45 beds is planned. 

The 257 cases of infantile par- 
alysis which have been reported 
in the St. Louis area thus far this 
year are 95 more than were re- 
ported for all-of 1945. Four new 
cases were listed yesterday. 

Two of the new cases were 
among residents of St. Louis, 
bringing the total for the year in 
the city to 90, 13 more than were 
reported among St. Lovisans all 
last year.

Fighting in Kiangsu — 
Outbreak Expected at 
Harbin—Marshall Sees 
Chiang.

NANKING, Aug. 24 (AP) — 
Fighting in northern Kiangs 
province above Jakao assume 
“alarming proportions,” Chinese 
press dispatches said today as 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
and Gen. George C. Marshall met 
at Kuling, the summer capital. 

Simultaneously with the reports 
of heightened fighting in Kiangsu 
province came a call for help 
from the Nationalist commander 
at Taiyuan, Shansi province capi- 
tal which has been isolated by 
Communist forces. 

Meanwhile, after a two-months’ 
lull, major fighting was expected 
to break out soon in Manchuria, 
likely at Harbin. 

As reports of the increasea 
activity circulated, Marshall 
sought to salvage a plan to per- 
mit establishment of an all-party 
state council of 40 members. 
Without the council, it was be- 
lieved here that the Nov. 12 as- 
sembly of the national constitu- 
tional body would be meaningless. 

Reviewing the Manchurian situ- 
ation, the pro-Government news- 
paper Hsin Min Pao said the 
Communists had established three 
new bases on the Outer Mongo- 
lian, Soviet and Korean borders. 

United States Ambassador John 
Leighton Stuart declined to com- 
ment on the Chiang-approved 
plan fo.

BUILDING OUTLOOK 
REPORTED ‘GLOOMY’ 


action 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP)— 
A survey of builders throughout 
the country shows that only 15.9 


per cent of the dwellings started 
in the first half of this year were 
completed, the National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards re- 
ported tonight. 

The outlook for improvement is 
“gloomy,” the association said on 
the basis of reports from 888 
builders in 360 cities. Twenty-one 
per cent of all the builders stated 
that “no work was under way at 
all,” the report said. 

About 73 per cent of those re- 
plying said the average building 
time for a house had. lengthened 
to from six months to a year, in 
comparison with the prewar av- 
erage of three to four months. 

A majority blamed shortages cf 
materials, notably lumber, soil 
pipe and plumbing, as the reason 
for their inability to finish dwell- 
ings. About half blamed Govern- 
ment red tape as a _ bottleneck, 
the association said, and labor 
shortages were listed as a com- 
paratively minor factor, 

The Association's report said 
92 per cent of the builders who 
were willing to make a forecast 
foresaw no improvement in the 
second six months of the year 
and 47.1 per cent predicted, in 
fact, that building conditions 
would be worse. 

The 698 builders who now have 
work in progress said they had 
started 19,828 houses and apart- 
ments in the first half of the year 
but had completed only 3156. 

“Their completions, moreover, 
represented only 10.5 per cent of 
the 29,990 priorities for building 
materials which they had ob- 
tained under the veterans emer- 
gency housing program,” the re- 
port said.

Ankara Rejects Joint De- 
fense of Dardanelles, 
Suggests Friendlier Re- 


lations.

ANKARA, Aug. 24 (AP)—Tur- 
key, rejecting Soviet proposals to 
establish joint MRussian-Turkish 
defense of the Dardanelles and to 
limit control of the waterway, 
told its powerful neighbor that 
the United Nations would be suf- 
ficient guarantee of the straits’ 
security. 

It expressed hope the United 
States would attend any revision 
of the Montreux convention gov- 
erning the Dardanelles, and said 
Russia should seek Black sea 
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relations with Turkey rather 
than seeking “a privileged stra- 
tegical position” on the. straits. | 
Russia, besides asking for joint 
defense, had proposed narrowing 
control of the Dardanelles to only 
Black sea powers, The Turkish 
note rejected Soviet charges that 
Turkey had permitted wartime 
passage through the straits to | 
vessels of Axis powers, but ad-| 
mitted some may have slipped 
through. 

Follows Line of Allied Notes, 

The reply to the Soviet note of | 
Aug. 7 was made public here | 
last night and followed a line 
similar to those of the United 
States, British and French notes 
rejecting the Soviet proposals. It 
expressed a ‘willingness for an 
international conference for revi- 
ner of the 1936 Montreux conven- 
tion. 

Turkey said that to suggest 
changing the present form of de- 
fense of the straits now would be 
“to deny the existence and aims 
of the United Nations charter” 
and show the United Nations a 
distrust which “the Turkish Gov- 
ernment does not understand.” 

It said if Russia feared aggres- 
sion from the straits, “it can refer 
to the efficacy of the United 
Nations, to which Turkey remains 
firmly attached.” 

“A copy of the present noite has 
been sent to the signatories of 
the Montreux convention, as well 
as to the United States Govern- 
ment, which Turkey would be 
happy to see participate in an in- 
ternational conference for revision 
of the Montreux convention,” the 
note said. 

Participation by the United 
States was considered by the 
Turkish Government “not only as 
the realization of a warm hope, 
but also as an imperative interna- 
tional necessity.”

WAVELL URGES MOSLEMS 
TO ENTER INDIA MINISTRY 


Says New Government Will Serve Interests | 


of Country As a Whole, Not 
One Party or Creed. 


By WALTER J. MASON 

NEW DELHI, Aug. 24 (AP)— 
Field Marshal Lord Wavell, Vice- 
roy of India, announced today the 
formation of a new Indian in- 
terim government headed by Pan- 
dit Jawaharlal Nehru and urged 
the dissident Moslem League to 
join it. 

Wavell promised that it could 
be “re-formed tomorrow” if the 
Moslems would enter, 

The new government under 
Nehru, president of the All-India 
| Congress party, will have “maxi- 
‘mum freedom” in the day-to-day 
|administration of India while the 
Assembly struggles with the for- 
mation of a constitution for an 
independent nation, 

The Moslem League, claiming 
to speak for India’s 90,000,000 Mos- 
lem minority, has boycotted re- 
cent sessions of the Assembly, 
which is expected to reconvene 
for the writing of the constitu- 
tion next month. Moreover, the 
Moslem League has threatened a 
mass “direct action program” 
against any government formed 
by the dominant Congress party, 
and this was taken to mean a 
vast “mass civil disobedience” 
program, The Congress party is 
predominantly Hindu. 

Delhi Rioting Reported. 
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(A Reuters dispatch said rioting 
in which 15 persons were reported 
injured had broken out Saturday 
night in Delhi, across the river 
from New Delhi, but did not give 
the reason for the trouble. It said 
a curfew from 10:30 p.m. to 4:30 
a.m. was imposed and public as- 
semblies in the streets were 
banned for three lays.) 

The new government, which will 
take office Sept. 2; “will adminis- 
te’ in the interests o” the country 
8 a whole, and not of any one 
party or creed,” Lord Wavell de- 
clared. As Viceroy he will retain 
the power of veto in the Governor 
General's Executive Council. 

King George VI has accepted the 
resignations of the present mem- 
bers of the council and has named 
a coun:il headed by Nehru and 
made up of Congress party mem- 
bers and Moslems who are not 
members of the Moslem League. 
The league har been demanding 
recognition of Pakistan, a _ pro- 
posed separate Moslem state. 

LM@rd Wavell said Nehru's ef- 
forts “still will be directed to per- 
suading the (Moslem) league to 
join the Government.” 


Cites Offer to League. 


“Let me state clearly the offer 
which has been made and still is 
open to the Moslem League,” the 
Viceroy said. “They can propose 
to me five names for places in a 
Government of 14, of which six 
will be nominees of the Congress 
and three be representatives of 
minorities, 

“F..sided these names are ac- 
ceptable to me and approved by 
His Majesty, they. will be included 
in the Government, which will at 
once be re-formed. 

“The Moslem League need have 
no fear of being voted down on 
any essential issue; a coalition 
government can only exist and 
function on condition that both 
main parties to it are satisfied. 
I will see that the most important 
folios are equitably shared.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP)— 
The Senate War Investigating 
Committee has asked American 


occupation authorities in Germany 
to find Werner Plack, former Nazi 
Foreign Office official, for what 
Senator Kilgore (Dem.), West Vir- 
ginia, says may be important testi- 
mony in an inquiry into prewar 
defense construction.

It said he sailed 
with Fritz Weidemann, former 
German counse] general at San 
Francisco, for Germany by way 
of Japan after the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation had thoroughly 
searched his baggage and found 
nothing that would justify de- 
taining him, 
Commentator’s Report. 


The Army board report further 
said that a radio news commen- 
tator assigned to Berlin before 
American entry into the war re- 
ported subsequently that Plack 
had been installed in a responsible 
position in the German Foreign 
Office. 

If Plack is found in custody or 
can be traced in the American 
zone, Kilgore said, an effort will 
be made to obtain testimony from 
him about his possible knowledge 
of American defense projects be- 
fore he left this country with 
Weidemann. 

Kilgore indicated the search for 
Plack, along with efforts to pick 
up other leads in the investiga- 
tion, may delay any public hear- 
ings until late in the fall,

Greece has demanded the re- 
turn of northern Epirus in state- 
ments before the peace conference 
and a U.N. membership commit- 
tee here which studied Albania’s 
application for membership. 

The greatest cause for concern, 
the note said, were the numerous 
border incidents on the Greek-Al- 
banian frontier “which are being 
provoked by the Greek armed 
units with the connivance and en- 
couragement of the Greek authori- 
ties.” 

Turning to criticism of the Bri- 
tish, the complaint said: 

“The principal factor conducive 
to the situation in the Balkans as 
created by this policy of the pres- 
ent Greek Government is the pres- 
ence of British troops in Greece 
and the direct intervention of 
British military representatives 
into the internal affairs of this 
Allied country in behalf of ag- 
gressive monarchist elements es- 
pecially in the preparation of the 
referendum set for Sept. 1, 1946, 
which is to determine the form of 
government in Greece.” 

The Ukranian note said holding 

a referendum “under such. condi- 
tions” was contrary to the war 
aims proclaimed by the Allies and 
to the U.N. charter recognizing 
the right of every nation to de- 
termine freely its destiny and its 
form of government. 
The case was filed with the U.N. 
under Article 35 of the charter 
providing that any member may 
put before the council any dispute 
or any situation which might lead 
to ‘international friction or give 
rise to a dispute. The Ukraine 
note asked that the case be put 
on the agenda for the next meet- 
ing, set for Wednesday. 

Conference Interpretations, 
The Ukranian intention was 
quickly interpreted in peace con- 
ference circles as another reaction 
from the Slavic bloc to the United 
States’ stern attitude toward Yugo- 
slavia in connection with the loss 
of two transport planes.

PLAIN CITIZEN’ HALTS 
GIFT 10 YUGOSLAVIA 


Blocks Shipment of 80 
Ice-Making Machines 
Through UNRRA. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (UP)— 
A 70-year-old “plain citizen” who 
complained when he heard about 
ice machines going to Yugoslavia, 
appeared tonight to have suc- 
ceeded in stopping a shipment of 


surplus American war goods to 


that country. 

When William G. Williams, con- 
sulting engineer whose office is 
across the street from tHe State 
Department, read that 80 ice- 
making machines were being 
readied for shipment to Yugo- 
slavia through UNRRA, he start- 
ed phoning government agencies 
and UNRRA itself. 

By the time he was through 
talking to the State and Treas- 
ury departments and the War 
Assets Administration, officials 
decided to reconsider the deal. 
Sale of the machines to UNRRA 
was ordered held up. WAA is try- 
ing to determine whether priori- 
ties were properly handled. 

Williams found out through his 
phone calls that UNRRA also 
planned to send five refrigerator 
barges to Yugoslavia, They were 
worth $44,880 apiece. He got an 
investigation started on this, too. 
“What I intend to do is find out 
who makes these decisions to send 
stuff like this over there,” Wil- 
liams said. ‘As public servants, 
it’s up to Government people from 
the President to the pound keeper 
to listen to what I—a plain Amer- 
ican citizen—have to say.”

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1000 Acres on East Side Bought 


For Subdivision Into Home Sites 


The Hardesty Development Co. has purchased from the Landreth j Biba Pi Ms 


family a 1000-acre tract of ground at Mitchell, II, 
downtown St. Louis on the Illinols Terminal System's right of way, 
for development into one-acre homesites, The development will be 
one of the largest postwar undertakings in the Greater St. Louis area. 


The tract has a frontage of 25,- 
000 feet on Highways 66 and 111. 

Arrangement has been made 
with L. H, Franke, authorized 
dealer for Gunnison houses, to 
erect at least 25 prefabricated 
houses on the site as soon as the 
factory can provide them. It is 
probable the Gunnison homes will 
be the first to be erected there. 

Fred J. Hardesty, head of the 
Hardesty Development Co., whose 
concern has developed and sold 
out two subdivisions near the new 
Ford plant in the Florissant val-|% 
ley, and several other tracts in St. 
Louis county in the last two years, 
says the finding of extensive acre- 
age in the St. Louis area suit- 
able for subdividing is a difficult 
problem. 

Financiers and others speak 
from time to time in favor of the 
short haul from “the East Side” to 
downtown St. Louis, and during 

considerable industrial 

commercial develop- 

ment took place east of the Mis- 

aissippi. More is in prospect, and 

the effort is growing to tie more 

closely together the interests on 
both banks of the river. 

With the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co.’s program for im- 
proved telephone facilities, East 
Side agitation for at least two 
more bridges, and new postwar 
residential and industrial develop- 
ments in progress, the talk grad- 
ually turns to action. 

Signal Hill, one of the more pre- 
tentious residential sections on the 
East Side, has long been a favored 
spot.

INQUEST IN FATAL ROW 
IN ALTON HOSPITA 


No Indication Attendants 
Mistreated Mental Patient, 
Prosecutor Says. 


An inquest will be held Wednes- 
day in the death of Emil Jayne of 
Centralia, Ill, Friday at Alton 
State Hospital, where he suffered 
a punctured lung and broken ribs 
last Wednesday morning in a fight 
among patients. 

Jayne, 45 years old, an employe 
of the Centralia Water Depart- 
ment, was received at the hospi- 
tal, near Alton, Tuesday evening 
for mental treatment under a 
court order after he Was reported 
to have become violent at his 
home, Dr. Alfred Bay, head of 
the hospital, said Jayne struck his 
brother-in-law, who had escorted 
him to the institution, and later 
fought with’a patient. 

He suffered a small laceration 
in the second fight and was put to 
bed after being given sedatives. 
When he awakened early Wednes- 
day the quarrel with the ather 
patient was renewed, and a gen- 
eral fight ensued among patients 
in Jayne’s ward. Attendants 
quelled the disturbance, 

In a lengthy telegram to Gov. 
Dwight Green, Mayor O. W. 
Wright of Centralia yesterday 
asked that “an immediate and 
thorough investigation” of the 
cause of Jayne's death be made. 
Dr. Bay, he said, has not made 
a report to inquiring relatives and 
has even questioned their right to 
investigate. 

An investigation by State’s At- 
torney C, W. Burton, made at the 
request of Jayne’s relatives before 
his death, failed to reveal evidence 
of mistreatment by attendants, it 
was said. Jayne is survived by 
his wife and two children. His 
body was sent to Centralia yes- 
terday for burial, 


3 EX-OFFICIALS EXECUTED 
BY FIRING SQUAD IN HUNGARY 


BUDAPEST, Aug. 24 (AP) — 
Three former Hungarian officials 


were executed by a firing squad 
today after their conviction on 
war crimes charges. 

The most prominent was Gen. 
Dome Sztojay, former minister to 
Berlin who returned to his home- 
land with German troops who en- 
tered the country in March 1944. 
He served as Prime Minister un- 
til the late Ferenc Szalasi took 
over in October 1944. Szalasi was 
executed some’ months ago. 

Also shot was Lijos Remenyi 
Schneller, Finance Minister under 
Szalasi who was responsible for 
shipping to Germany the gold 
which the Americans have just 
returned to Hungary. 

The third person executed was 
Lajos Szasz, Minister of Industry 
under Szalasi who.was responsible 
for the dismantling and shipping 
to Germany of a large part of 
Hungary’s industrial equipment.

British and Dutch Compete 
With Americans for Busi- 
ness Formerly Carried in 
Japanese Bottoms.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24, 


W evens involved in the scramble for 
multimillion dollar markets, are 
awaiting with understandable concern the 
decision of the Maritime Commission on the 
whole question of American commerce in the 
Pacific. The Commission recently concluded 
a three-day hearing and after examining 
briefs from the shipping lines will make 
known its line of policy late in November. 


The chief question before the Commission 
is that of subsidies and how they may be 
best applied in order to give the American 
Merchant Marine competitive parity with 
British and Dutch vessels in the struggle for 
the trade once controlled by the Japanese. 

This trade is now slowly reviving. The 
question now is: Whose bottoms will carry 
the ever-increasing exchange of goods be- 
tween the Orient, the South Pacific and the 
Occident? 


British and Dutch 
Going After Business. 


British and Dutch shipping magnates, 
who operate vessels at lower costs than the 
American lines, have alread) opened a full 
scale offensive aimed at cap’uring the esti- 
mated 40 per cent of trans-Pacific trade 
once carried by the now virtually defunct 
Japanese merchant marine. 

The West Coast shipping barons—many of 
them descendants of Yankee Clipper skip- 
pers whose white sails helped make the 
United States a major factor in world trade 
-—look to the Washington hearings to set the 
general outlines of their counter-offensive. 

Specifically, the Maritime Commission 
{s° considering the applications of several 
lines for subsidies to operate on various 
trade lanes. In general, it will review its 
past policy of subsidizing only one company 
per route. 

A few companies—convinced thai the Pa- 
cific trade will prove exceedingly profitable 
are not asking for any subsidies at this 
time, but they do want to purchase govern- 
ment owned ships for their private opera- 
tions. This, too, is at the discretion of the 
Maritime Commission. 

Looking out over the Golden Gate from 
the windows of offices generally adorned 
with models of sailing vessels and modern 
steamships, § Francisco's shipping tycoons 
assure you with deliberate conviction that 
much of America’s future, as well as the 
profits of their lines, is involved in the mat- 
ter of what flag flies over the bulk of Pa- 
cific waterborne commerce, 

“We have always believed the Pacific was 
destined to be America’s great trade route 
and market,” declares A. B. Poole, vice 
president and treasurer of the American 
President Lines, greatest United States flag 
operator in the Pacific, “All the business 
couldn't possibly be handled by one line, s0 
we would really welcome competition.” 

This view is shared, among others, by 
Stanley Dollar, peppery one-time owner of 
the A.P.L. Dollar, son of the famous Robert 
Dollar who made the $ sign on his smoke- 
stacks as much a symbol of America in the 
Orient as the Stars and Stripes, is still wag- 
ing a vigorous legal battle to regain con- 
trol of the A.P.L., which is the former Dol- 
lar Line, but is now government owned. 


Any Firm at Liberty 
to Purchase Vessels. 


If the litigation, which began when the 
Maritime Commission ousted Dollar from 
control of his lines in 1938 and changed 
the name, should end in victory for him, 
Dollar intends to repaint the $ symbol on 
the A.P.L. fleet. If not, he plans to plunge 
his fortune into purchase of other ships, 


and resume his family quest for Pacific com- 


merce with a new Doliar Line,

As Comptroller General of the 
States, one of his many duties is to run the 
biggest auditing house in the world. War- 
ren is tough. His brows beetle. His speech 
smarts. Spray salts his face. Memories of 
Blackbeard the Pirate light his eyes. He's 
a lusty skipper straight from the stormy 
banks of North Carolina. 


Warren battled bareknuckles through 
county courtrooms and the bruising free- 
for-all of politics. He's m-ybe even better 
as a trial lawyer than at trial balances—and 
best of all, to hear him talk, at snagging 
channel bass, 

General Accounting has a decimal chas- 
ing population of some 15,000 — almost 
triple the prewar number. In 12 months 
it handles 60 million vouchers covering 
Government expenditures of around 100 
billion dollars, Mountains of miscel- 
lany, your tax money and mine, here pass in 
review; payrolls, pencil sharpeners, war con- 
tracts, telephone calls, extensions, travel 
items—just about everything it takes to run 
the Federal business, 

Much of Warren’s reputation rests on two 
monosyllabic words: a thunderous no and 
His decisions are stout and 
when necessary vehement, They stand. 

Warren says “no,” to every inching from 
the law's letter. He cracks down when ex- 
penditures deviate from the terms of Con- 
gressional appropriations. It is not his con- 
cern whether Congress is wise or otherwise 
and whether an agency is well intentioned 
or city-slickerish. He's a stickler for order 
and integrity in handling the American dol. 
lar. 

Before the purposeful tarheel took over 
in 1940, General Accounting was lackluster 
and regarded as an encumbrance to progress. 
By tradition the Comptroller was hard- 
boiled, autocratic, unimaginative—a devilish 
annoyance to be sidestepped when possible. 
The office kept neat books but steadily de- 
teriorated in power and prestige. 


Warren Accepts Job 
After Many Refusals. 


GAO's weakness was well known on Capi- 
tol Hill. When Franklin Roosevelt sent over 
his Reorganization Bill—a bill authored 
originally by Warren himself—it had been 
changed so that GAO was all lathered up for 
the razor, Lindsay would not stand for the 
throatcutting,. He told the President: “If 
GAO is cut out, the bill will never become 
law.” 

Warren was no man to buck on such an 
issue. He was then veteran chairman of 
the House Accounts Committee. He was 
serving his eighth consecutive term from 
North Carolina’s First District. He was 
hard in the running for the majority leader- 
ship. But, although Warren contrived to 
stay the sentence GAO continued to floun- 
der. It kept right on moving ineptly, alter- 
nately brusque and timid. 

Only when he could refuse no longer did 
Lindsay Warren himself become Comptroller 
General. He turned down the job in 1936. 
Again in 1938. Four times in 1940. Thus 
he got in some very good early practice 
saying no to the Chief Executive. “I’m not 
an auditor, not an accountant. In fact, I’m 
utterly unqualified,” he muttered, 

But there was no escape. By then GAO 
was an habitual stumblebum, Late in 1940 
a fifth urgent invitation brought a guttural 
assent, Warren's nomination rushed 
through unanimous senatorial approval and 
immediately the pressures were on — con- 
spicuously so from some of his former 
buddies in Congress. Six of them wanted 
to be Assistant Comptroller, a choice job in 
itself. 

But Warren grinned and bore down, ‘‘feel- 
ing his oats,” conscious of his independence 
under a 15-year, single term appointment 
from which he could be removed only by 
impeachment or joint resolution. He was 
affable. He talked as one politician to an- 
other. But he said no, just the same. ‘I’m 
going to recommend Frank Yates. Yates 
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LINDSAY 


Comptroller General 


was practically born in General Accounting 
—started as a $75 clerk. He’s a World War 
veteran, He knows this place inside out. 
He and I hit it off together and we'll run 
this place as a partnership.”’ | 

Of no avail were threats to “see the Presi- 
dent.” ‘‘I’ll see him myself,” said Warren 
pleasantly. “I want Yates.’”” He got Yates. 


Sound Practices 

Adopted Bit by Bit. 

That was the beginning of a major revo- 
lution, He and Yates divided the areas of 
responsibility—set up that ‘‘partnership.’’ 
Warren opened windows, swept out dust, in- 
troduced incentive. He delighted in his dis- 
coveries. He found a lot of latent brains 
lying around in obscure corners and prompt- 
ly put them to use, 

Warren does not share the smugness of 
certain predecessors. ‘‘Before I took over I 
was told that GAO was 100 per cent right,” 
he recalls. ‘“‘That was something frighten- 
ing, if true. I didnt feel like joining up 
But 
the actuality proved not quite as bad as the 
rumor. After five years of improvement 
I’m now inclined to think that maybe we're 
right about 75 per cent of the time.” 

Using GAO’s intimate knowledge of mi- 
grating moneys as leverage, the shrewd 
Lindsay bit by bit manages to inject sound 
business practices in Government. Theo- 
retically, the Comptroller has always rated 
as an adviser to Congress, whose agent he 
is. Warren takes this part of ‘this job seri- 
ously, He goes into frequent huddles with 
appropriations, expenditures and other com- 
mittees of both Houses, pounding ceaseless- 
ly for s#treamlining bureau affairs and re- 
organization of the whole Executive Depart- 
ment. 

Last winter the move to separate Federal 
Loan Agency from Commerce Department 
afforded an opportunity to bring Govern- 
ment corporations under GAO audit, a meas- 
ure long advocated by Warren, Asa result 
of Public Law No, 4, approximately one 
hundred such corporations must now answer 
to Congress, through GAO, the same as 
other Federal establishments. That was a 
real victory. Now he backs with equal 
vigor such legislation as the Byrd-Butler 
and the Whittington bills which would bring 
the financial affairs of Government corpora- 
tions under Budget Bureau and Treasury 
controls also, without interfering with 
needed flexibility of operations, 

Warren deliberately strengthens the hand 
of the President by stressing his freedom 
from White House strings. He reports di- 
rectly to Congress. His annual summary 
is formal, concise, factual, without trim- 
mings. But when he appears as a witness 
before bodies of inquiry, he reverts to the 
picturesque, no-holds-barred language he 
formerly employed in the well of the House.

There is no alter- 
native on our part but to approve ...tIam 
not a reformer nor a crusader but I have 
insisted that we use just a little ordinary 
common decency in the expenditure of these 
vast sums of money. 


Auditing Offices 
Sent Out Into Field. 


“The tragic thing about the whole situa- 
tion is that there does not seem to be any- 
one who cares or gives a hang about the 
reckless, improvident and shocking extray- 
agances in the expenditures of public funds 
made under the guise of war.”’ 

But Warren himself cared. He kept 
snapping at the heels of disbursing officers 
from one end of the land to the other. He 
did away with the controversial “pre-audit- 
ing’ to concentrate on and speed up the 
final accounting. He decentralized when- 
ever practicable, moving his men out within 
elbow-bumping distance of large spenders 
away from Washington, 

Four large branches he planted in proxim- 
ity to field offices of the Army, another in 
Cleveland close to a Navy accounting cen- 
ter. He moved to standardize Government 
reporting systems, He simplified forms and 
cut red tape, He made it easier for estab- 
lishments to get GAO rulings in advance on 
touch-and-go matters, often rushing through 
in a few hours decisions involving millions 
in war expenditures. He invoked a variety 
of devices to facilitate the work of honest, 
capable administrators. But the Blackstone 
in his blood kept him strongly allergic to 
fraud, carelessness and plain bungling, 

In the last fiscal year nearly $9,000,000 
was collected and turned over to the 
Treasury as a result of inspectional and 
investigational work. The occasional fraud 
that was uncovered was referred for fur- 
ther attention to the FBI. But much’ of the 
money was from overpayments. 

Of $86,000,000 recaptured otherwise, $44,- 
000,000 pertained to the distasteful cost- 
plus-fixed-fee contracts and $25,000,000 rep- 


No one knows better than Warren that 
‘there are many very able and efficient ad- 
ministrators in the various Government 
establishments, but there are some who 
don’t know the value of a dollar and who 
spend a portion of their time trying to cir- 
cumvent the appropriation language of the 
Congress and the Generag. Accounting Of- 
fice.’’ 

Warren has become the veritable oracle 
of all who would tighten up and modernize 
the machinery of Government. Better than 
anyone else he knows the danger areas, the 
soft spots. He knows where Congress itself 
bogs down, where losses occur because of 
duplication or overlapping of agency: activl- 
ties. He knows who are the sound admini- 
strators and who are the spendthrifts. He 
knows he is in. a position to speak out and 
conceives it his oath-bound duty to do so, 

We hear him boldly suggest the use of 
‘‘a bush-axe or a meat cleaver’’ to cut down 
“this thing we call ‘government’ ”’ which so 
arrogantly snaps its fingers at Congress, its 
creator! We hear him cite suvings of “‘un- 
told millions’ which could be effected. 

Admittedly, he expects “loud yelps and 
snarls, but that is always true when powers 
are curbed and consolidations made, or ap- 
propriations reduced or discontinued.” 

Warren, who goes counter to pattern, is 
anything but arrogant himself. He listens 
patiently, keeps himself accessible. While 
he bases conclusjons on hard facts and the 
law, he realizes that he must deal amiably 
with people if he would deal effectively. His 
No’s are said with finality but finesse, 


Family Tradition 

Of Law and Politics. 

At the age of 13 he shoved off for military 
academy, the Bingham School at Asheville, 
where half the boys were Texans. But he 
did not graduate, Lindsay’s father died, the 
money gave out, and young Warren took a 
job in a bank, 

But law—and the hustings—called, Bar- 
rister corpuscles crowded his blueblood veins, 
One of Warren’s great granduncles signed 
the Constitution. Another uncle was an 
early governor of Tennessee, A forebear of 
1776 was a great judge, A grandfather 
was an outstanding jurist. Lindsay's father, 


a distinguished lawyer, helped to organize 
the North Carolina Bar Association and be- 
came its second president, Inevitably, there- 
fore, the young Warren used his job in the 
bank to finance his way through a law 
course at the University of North Carolina. 

Law opened up politics, and as a compara- 
tive youngster, Warren was elected county 
attorney at Beaufort county. His career 
moved swiftly thereafter. He served as 
president pro tempore of the State Senate, 
keynoter of a Democratic State Convention, 
delegate to a Democratic National Conven- 
tion, trustee of the University, member of 
the Constitutional Commission. Then fol- 
lowed eight successive terms in Congress, 
culminating in resignation on Nov, 1, 1940, 
to be Comptroller General, 

By all the rules, Warren ought to be as 
unpopular in Washington as he jis popular 
back home. Precedent holds that the Comp- 
troller should be the most forlorn and lone- 
ly of men. The role calls for an aloof and 
dull and sometimes irritating technician. At 
best, the Comptroller—old style—used to 
be tabbed an harumphing stuffed-shirt ad- 
ministrator willing to accept his twelve 
thousand yearly as proper compensation for 
being poison ivy. 

But Warren fooled 'em. He refused to 
put into port. He kept himself free to 
maneuver. He remained merry, mellow and 
gregarious — but with his old salt’s eye 
sharp-whetted for detection of misconduct, 
his foghorn voice ever ready to let out great 
blasts of warning. Thanks to Lindsay Carter 
Warren, GAO rode out the war. Because of 
him, this so-called “last bulwark of democ- 
racy’ today fights for all of us the tough, 
vital, mounting Battle of the Potomac,

In any year freight accidents are unwel- 
come incidents in the battle to keep traffic 
moving on the high iron. But in this post- 
war period of critical car shortages, they 
have operating men, who have to try to 
meet car demands, figuratively tearing their 
hair, In normal times there usually are car 
reserves of some sort that can be drawn 
upon to make up for units lost to service—- 
or even new cars to be thrown into the gap. 

Not so today. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission, in response to an inquiry by 
the Post-Dispatch, estimated last week that 
the nation’s rail systems need at least 100,. 
000 more cars to meet current needs. These 
should be, the ICC said, at least 50,000 box 
cars, 40,000 gondola and hopper cars and 
10,000 refrigerator cars. The various com- 
panies have 18,967 on order and would try 
to buy more if they were getting those they 
had contracted for in any number. But the 
same shortages besetting other industries 
have thrown a damper on car building.

Actually, railroads are taking more ears 
out of service than they are adding to their 
equipment rosters—with wrecks helping the 
retirement program along considerably. As 
of last June 1, Class I roads were operating 
8910 fewer cars than they were at the start 
of a period 2% years before. A total of 44,- 
Y21 cars were added, and 53,831 were re- 
tired for all causes, incuding wrecks. 

As to the exact number chargeable to 
wrecks, no one, as far as inquiry could de- 
termine, seems to keep a record of the na- 
tion-wide total. The Association of Ameri- 
can Railroads, by telegram, said: “Regret 
information requested is not compiled.” 

But a good indication was gained by this 
writer from a study of nine run-of-the-mill 
freight crashes in various places in the 
United States. These were in a 33-day period 
ending Aug. 14 and include the one at Lake 
Junction in Webster Groves and one the 
Missouri Pacific had three days later at 
Lupus, Mo, 

In these nine instances, at least 146 ears 
were damaged. Of that number, &7 ap- 
peared to have only salvage value; the other 
89 were smashed to varying degree but 
presumably eventually could be returned to 
service, 

At any rate, the railroads involved oat 
the service of 146 cars either completely or 
for whatever periods it might take for re- 
pairs, Obviously not all of the minor wrecks 
that occurred in the United States in those 
33 days were covered by the news associa- 
tions either photographically or otherwise, 
Those pictured were at Rosamond, Calif.: 
Newark, O.; Lewistown, Pa.: Baltimore: 
Port Byron, Ill.; Cleveland; Nashville, IL: 
Webster Groves, and Lupus. 


Even Small Wreck 
Proves Very Costly. 


Considering financial loss—other than 
cars out of revenue-gaining service—from 
freight accidents, the erack-up in Webster 
Groves is a fair example. By railroad 
standards it wasn’t a bed wreck at all. Yet 
conservative advance estimates by the Mis- 
sOurl Pacific put damages to car contents at 
$5700 and to the cars at $17,200 for a total 
of $22,900. When all bills are paid the rail- 
road feels it will be lucky to get off for 
$35,000, 

While work was still in progress at Lake 
Junction came the other wreck at Lupus. 
Ten cars of livestock and eight of péerish- 
ables were smashed, some falling in a creek 
when a bridge was washed out by high 
water. Indicated cost in this instance was 
in excess of $50,000 or about $85,000 for 
two wrecks in a week's time on one railroad. 
Using the same yardstick for the other 
seven wrecks cited, the total loss for the 
nine probably will run about a half million 
dollars, This sum is small compared to the 
gross volume of freight receipts in America, 
as some railroad men are quick to point 
out. The fact remains that half a million 
dollars would pay quite a few bills in these 
times of spiraling costs, about which rail

“This is so much better than museum 
patronage or that of the precious col- 
lector played up in the art magazines, 
You have probably already visualized 
the extension of such projects to every 
state in the Union, so I won't make sug- 
gestiong but only wish you luck. If you 
make Texas and Oklahoma, be sure and 
count me in.”

Of such 
are the Kingdoms of Doctrinaire Rigidity, 
whether it go under the name of Socialism, 
or Communism, or Capitalism, or what not.

By grace of the Vermont Republican electorate, 
Ralph E. Flanders, who wrote these lines, will be 
a new Senator in the next Congress. The dis- 
ease Flanders describes is largely responsible 
for the state of national politics today, which 
reflects the Fallacy of Absolutes, the color- 
blindness that finds only all-blacks and all- 
whites in a vari-colored world, It follows that 
the election of a Senator so singularly free of 
the malady is a cheerful national event. 

Flanders is a successful manufacturer, yet the 
National Association of Manufacturers repre- 
sents him no more than it does Henry Wallace. 
He is a severe critic of the New Deal, yet has 
faithfully helped the New Deal’s administrators 
bring the best of their ideals to fruition. He is 
a founder of the Committee for Economic De- 
velopment, whose purpose is calculated reform 
by business and government alike. 

Flanders is past president of the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers—yet he was 
drafted for president of the Boston Federal Re- 
serve Bank, to pull it out of the doldrums. He 
sits with the magnates on corporation and college 
boards—yet is pronounced by the CIO union in 
his plant “a man of real stature” who gives 
labor “absolutely fair treatment.” The CIO- 
PAC supported him for the Senate nomination, 

A man of so many weighty affairs could easily 
become a stuffed shirt, develop delusions of 
grandeur and hear intimations of infallibility. 
Not Flanders. “He suffers,” Fortune magazine 
reports, “from an excess of candor in admitting 
past errors of judgment or changes of mind.” 
“The most enlightened industrialist I ever met,” 
said Philosopher John Dewey. 

Fortune speculated a year ago that Flanders 
might some day “be called on to prove in the 
Federal crucible that Vermont can produce metal 
more precious than the golden silence of Calvin 
Coolidge.” Vermont has already produced fine 
metal in Senator George D. Aiken, and now 
Flanders is to join him. No state can claim 
more distinguished Senators, 

Yet—and here is a puzzle for the captives of 
Doctrinaire Rigidity—Vermont remains pro- 
foundly conservative Republican. The key is 
that Vermont seems to have discovered what 
true conservatism is. The very essence of con- 
servatism is awareness of the times and zeal to 
reduce their fevers and tensions. Conservatism 
recognizes that change should and must come, 
and demands only that change be studied and 
weighed before it is made. To be conservative 
in this true sense is to be progressive. 

Thereby hangs a mystery of regional currents, 
Conservative Vermont and, to some degree,

his previous high indorsement of the 
project and mounts the _ provincial 
soapbox. 

It's true that an artist should get the 
flavor of the country, but is it necessary 
to drink all the water in Missouri's 
creeks to detect the faint odor of 
muskrat? 

Far removed from the earthy heat of 
Missouri, Mr. Benton suddenly goes all 
sentimental about Missouri culture. But 
what kind of culture does he advocate? 
Is a new fashion in esthetic confine- 
ment to be set up in the State? 

Benton's reasoning would indicate 
that an artist, regardless of his talent— 
whether he be painter, musician or 
writer—should not perform in a state 
other than that in which he lives. By 
these standards, Grace Moore and Fritz 
Kreisler would not be allowed to give 
a concert in St. Louis as long as there 
was a Missouri singer or violinist avail- 
able. To thus make state lines artificial 
limits to esthetic expression is a con- 
ception so narrow and silly as hardly to 
warrant consideration. 

* * 

Seriously, responsibility for the selec- 
fion of the 10 artists commissioned to 
do the Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney col- 
lection of paintings of Missouri rests 
with the Associated American Artists. 
Frank M. Mayfield, president of that 
store, entrusted the casting of the 
artists to us because he logically felt 
that such a responsibility should be 
vested in a professionally experienced 
organization. 

Mr. Mayfield’s only instructions were 
that the most competent creative talent 
in America be assigned to the project 
in order that a collection of pictures 
might result that would qualitatively 
stand on its own. To realize this aim, 
it was necessary to select artists who 
had experience in documentary pictur- 
ization and whose records indicated the 
kind of keen observation which results 
in flavorsome and authentic portrayals, 
The only yardstick used in measuring 
the suitability of an artist for his spe- 
cific role wag his known accomplish- 
ments. 

We believe that when the project is 
completed the nation will see a collec- 
tion of paintings of which Missourians 
can wel] be proud.

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Gift of a New Profession 


Pioneering is often such a thankless task that 
it frequently is said to be dead. It is not, For 
those with vision, singleness of purpose, self- 
sacrificing effort and the courage to risk ‘fail- 
ure, there sometimes comes success that leaves 
its imprint on future generations. Oliver L. 
Parks has achieved this with the gift of Parks 
Air College to St. Louis University. 
~ His eye was fixed upon the future when air- 
planes still were popularly derided as flying 
coffins. He persevered despite air crashes and 
financial straits. He built an air industry in 
St. Louis, and his college. It was no fly-by- 
night school. It granted recognized degrees in 
aviation engineering and provided the founda- 
tion of a general education. 

By the time war threatened, Oliver Parks’s 
leadership in providing wings for the nation 
was recognized. Gen. Arnold appealed to him to 
train 8000 pilots quickly against the menace of 
the new war with wings. Mr. Parks accepted 
the immense challenge, stretched his finances to 
build three more flying schools and, in two and 
one-half years, trained 25,000 flying men. 

What he has now given St. Louis University is 
not simply the best equipped college of aviation 
attached to any university. It qinnot be meas- 
ured in terms of $3,000,000 edi@ational philan- 
thropy. The new Parks College of Aeronattical 
Technolo~v will educate men in the science of

flight; it also will try to make them understand 
that their science has narrowed the world to the 
necessity of good neighborliness. 

Oliver Parks has helped to create a new pro- 
fessionalism—one that will educate men to wings 
and to the ideals which should accompany them. 
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Wage Assaults Cannot Win 

The UAW, which launched the successful on- 
slaught on wartime hourly wages, plans to re- 
open its contracts two months hence. Strategists 
of several CIO unions will meet this week to 
consider similar action. In the AFL, it is said 
that John L. Lewis may hit the mine operators 
for more than the increase negotiated with the 
Government. All this is ominous, for the fragile 
structure of stabilized wages cannot survive large- 
scale attack. 

Labor’s impatience is understandable. Today 
wages are roughly 33 per cent above January, 
1941, whereas the cost of living is up 42 per cent 
and may go a few points higher with the latest 
price increases. Fortunately, part of the gap will 
be closed with the re-control of meat. Another 
part of the gap, it should be remembered, is 
fictitious, since the contraction of food subsidies 
which pinches consumers now will repay them 
with lighter taxes in the future. 

After perhaps 60 days, the cost-of-living index 
will tell a clear story. Meanwhile labor should 
restrain its impatience. It would be folly, now 
or later, to repeat the Reuther campaign for 
sharp wage increases without price increases— 
the more so because Congress has nullified any 
such effort by ruling that wages shall be fully 
reflected in prices, Above all, there should be 
no concerted strike wave for bigger cuts of the 
national income until reconversion is much more 
nearly accomplished. 

Our trouble already is that dollar income far 
outstrips the output of goods. Wage workers 
might bludgeon out higher dollar incomes by 
striking, but production would fall, and the 
more dollars they then got would buy less than 
the fewer dollars they have now. 

At the will of Congress—which this newspaper 
has joined with organized labor in opposing— 
employes have been given a somewhat less ad- 
vantageous place than they have enjoyed in the 
past. Labor might partly restore the balance 
by throwing its weight around, but doing so 
would put labor and everyone else on a stand- 
ard of real welfare more like that of 1932 than 
that of August, 1946, 

It is a time, in short, when organized labor 
should reconcile itself to the lesser of evils and 
some temporary injustice instead of bringing 
down disaster by trying the impossible. 
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Tito’s Feeble Pretext 


Marshal Tito’s representation that American 
planes were shot down by Yugoslav fighters be- 
cause they were conducting military reconnais- 
sance over his borders is of course without sub- 
stance. It is of a piece with the rest of his in- 
solence—insolence by which he hopes to aid his 
masters in Moscow in their war of nerves to 
have their way in the Middle East. 

The American planes were military in name 
only. They were serving the peaceful missions 
of commerce and mercy. There are no fortifica- 
tions worth scouting on the Yugoslav border, and 
if there were, there would be other means of 
obtaining information about them. 

Tito would have done better to stick to his 
earlier story that the planes were shot down be- 
cause they did not land when warned to do so. 
In this, he at least had the testimony of sur- 
vivors of the first plane that they did not under- 
stand the signaled order for them to land. 

The unmitigated cold-bloodedness of shooting 
down two planes—killing every occupant of one 
-~—of a nation that played a leading role in free- 
ing his land from the Nazi yoke may at last have 
dawned upon Tito; hence his shifting of ground. 

In this whole episode one fact stands out 
above: all others. The word “ultimatum” in this 
instance fortunately means something very dif- 
ferent from what it meant when applied to the 
fatal message which Austria-Hungary sent Ser- 
bia in 1914. It is of historic significance that 
one of the world’s mightiest military powers, in 
dealing with a minor power, has rejected a uni- 
lateral action in favor of a course that could, if 
the world were wise enough, point the way 
toward a general avoidance of war.

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The Unheeded Lesson 


Out in the Pacific, our fighting man all wore 
khaki, and looked alike, and fought together. 
They learned that unity means strength, the hard 
way—in war. In Washington, Admirals and Gen- 
erals also worked together, in war. But they 
held to khaki and blue and gold braid, and the 
distinctions of service rivalry. When peace came, 
some of them forgot the lesson of war. 

The unheeded lesson stands. Chairman Thomas 
of the Senate Military Affairs Committee says 
there is no more unity of command at Pearl 
Harbor than before the Japanese attack. In 
Washington, the Army-Navy fight over plans for 
an armed forces merger reveals little unity. In 
the urgent research into new weapons of flight, 
there is as much service competition as co-opera- 
tion—and the Air Force has had to curtail its 
program for lack of funds. 

Why the rivalry, jealousy and bickering? It 
came about because President Truman, as Com- 
mander-in-Chief, permitted himself to be disre- 
garded: He showed remarkable foresight in push- 
ing plans for a service merger, but never pushed 
quite hard enough. The merger bill died, and 
“Navy boosters” were jubilant. 

Now Senator Thomas has challenged the Presi- 
dent to use his war emergency powers. The Sen- 
ator suggests that Mr. Truman create a Council 
of Common Defense of department heads and 
military chiefs for strategic planning, and a Na- 
tional Security Resources Board to plan the mus- 
tering of rnanpower and production. The Presi- 
dent could go further than that and order uni- 
fied command at defense bases. 

President Truman should assert his military 
authority. He should cease aiting for legisla- 
tion. The proposed steps would not satisfy the 
ideal of unified defense, but they would provide 
a margin of preparedness. A year has passed 
since wartime, and memories grow dim. Wait- 
ing means to forget a costly lesson,

There is evidently something in the na- 
ture of Americans, harried into restlessness 
by the place-spirits of long dead Indians, 
which makes this form of literature ac- 
ceptable to bond salesman and lowly cash 
girl alike. That many of the tales are lit- 
erature is a point calling for the master 
arguments of medieval logicians.

Poe gave the first impulse to an expres- 
sion which has grown into a million-dollar 
enterprise. The old tales of mystery and 
horror were, in their fashion, as exquisite 
as the poetry which his nimble fingers 
and strange mind created. Building a 
mood required time and a careful choice 
of words. 

Today, murder is a business. Writers pool 
their talents and become teams, or syndi- 
cates, which tailor all plots to fit one dum- 
my. They are strictly utilitarian and rec- 
ognize only one duty to the reader. to keep 
him guessing for at least 200 pages. 

Of course there have been and still are 
zome masters of crime who prefer to work 
alone and here the field is equally divided 
between men and women.

Today the Gardners, Hammetts, Chand- 
lers and Seeleys have introduced a change 
of pace. Murders are committed and solved 
with a dispatch which leaves the reader's 
head spinning.

In “One of these Seven,” Paul Quinton was 
a gusty, rabelaisian artist who had seven 
friends, each with a key to his home.

The solu- 
tion, and not too simple a one at that, is 
worked out by Wonder Boy Justus Drum, 
who, it seems, has a record of crime solu- 
tions as long as your arm. 

In “Wake for a Lady,” it’s a gorgeous red 
head with a beauty trophy who faces a 
murder rap. A smooth public relations 
man (love interest) and his pal, a private 
detective, worm their ways through night 
clubs, cleaning establishments and politi- 
cians for the answer. 

“Stranger at Home” shows what happens 
when a movie star writes a mystery story. 
The hero is a wealthy playboy, left for dead 
in a smal] Mexican coast town. Hero re- 
turns from dead, sets a trap for three 
friends, risks his life and his wife’s love. 
He had to be sure, you see. The characters 
are hard-boiled, the language colorful and 
the solution elusive. 

“Thereby Hangs a Corpse” is the work of 
an ex-pugilist and quite naturally the lo- 
cale is a gymnasium. A dead man is 
hanged, fists and bullets fly, and a torrid 
brunette almost takes over a “private eye.” 

It all goes to show what anybody can do 
with a typewriter, some imagination and 
a little spare time.

ALL THE KING'S MEN, by Rober? Penn 

(Harcourt, Brace & Co., New York.) 

Last year jin this column, in writing of a 
new novel about a Southern dictator (a 
novel which, without merit of any sort, 
achieved book-club selection and bhest-sell- 
erdom), this reviewer remarked that the 
field was still wide open for a novel on the 
same subject. 

But that was last year. Robert Penn 
Warren has now made the subject brilliant- 
ly his own. “All the King’s Men” is not 
only the definitive nove] about Southern 
dictatorship—it’s just about all that a novel 
should be. 

It has characters—the sort of characters 
that are somehow satill in your mind after 
you’ve gone to bed at night, and which 
draw you back to the book as soon as you've 
swallowed your breakfast coffee. The best 
of them is Jack Burden, the embittered ex- 
newspaper man who tells the story. He 
has a hard sense of fact. He is tough and 
disillusioned and cynical and intelligent. 
His humor is determinedly savage, protest- 
ing his vulnerable core. 

The Boss we don’t get to know nearly as 
well (there’s not nearly enough of him in 
the latter part of the book) but he is the 
second best character, with talk that’s a 
triumph of earthy colloquialism. And then 
there’s Sadie Burke and Tiny Duffy and 
all the rest.

Warren knows the South well — the 
people and the towns and the cities. He 
knows Southern demagoguery well, for his 
teaching career has included several years 
at the Louisiana State University during the 
height of the late Gov. Long’s power. 

More important than these advantages 
are his generous and unacademic literary 
powers. If a fault shows, it is in the rather 
too-tight construction of the plot. The in- 
terrelationships are sometimes too artifi- 
cial, too neatly contrived. This fact is al- 
most concealed by a wealth of incident, 
ofice or twice superfluous incident. 

There is nothing pallid or mysty here, 
and there is tremendous emotional drive. 
And there is a fine Southern love of pic- 
turesque metaphor which was this reader’s 
delight, as also was the asatylistic combina- 
tion of the tough man with the reflective 
man. 

Whatever the South may be economically, 
it is clearly not our Number One Literary 
Problem. To any future inventory of the 
extraordinarily rich treasure of Southern 
fiction, “All the King’s Men” is certain to 
be one of the major additions.

WHILE TIME REMAINS, by Leland Stowe, (Alfred 


A. Knopf, New Yerk.) 

Leland Stowe in his newest book, ranges 
over the world with the same diversity of 
concentration that has marked his entire 
service as foreign co-vrespondent since 1939. 
He has been with the’armies of seven coun- 
tries, traveled in 44 nations. 

His preface begins with “Invitation to an 
Inventory.” In it, Mr. Stowe complains 
that Americans are still prone to listen to 
the “sirens of prejudice and emotionalism.” 
He discusses the struggle between Marxism 
and democracy in Europe, and seems to 
feel that the former is making a better 
showing because of our inconsistent policy 
and our inclination to deal with the rem- 
nants of eater rather than socialism, 

3 ¢ - 

Stowe urges aiaaell in considering the 
American Communist Party, stating that 
he “believes Communism and Communists 
are good for our heads—and perhaps even 
for our souls. They are forever reminding 
us that we cannot stand still.” 

He also asks us to redefine democracy, 
basing his plea upon the contradictions of 
our support of British imperialism where 
ever it is challenged. He is concerned about 
our inner democratic apathy about race 
riots, visualizing our cities as tinder boxes 
of discontent because we do not deal with 
our own Bilbos and Rankins. 

He is as usual critical of our China policy. 
Stowe is prominent on the bDlacklist at 
Chungking for previously-voiced opinions 
about the futility of supporting the Kuo 
mintang. He criticizes Japanese occupation 
policy, stating that we are “stifling” the 
natural resurgence of democracy in Japan 
by our business-man occupation. 

He considers one of the most damning 
things yet to be the Churchill] Government's 
actions in Greece. 

* * = 

Stowe includes an interesting survey of 
Sweden. He tells of Swedish low-cost hous- 
ing, investment in which runs to about $15 
per inhabitant. He favorably contrasts this 
“middle ground” economy with ours. 

But by far his best chapter is about the 
whole matter of how America appears in 
foreign eyes. Using the 8,000,000 Gis from 
this war as an example, he wants to know. 
“Are Americans exportable?” He describes 
how our native arrogance and carelessness, 
our firm belief in American superiority, 
and our ignorance of ot\er cultures, has 
made us suspect with other peoples. 

He blames it on our “persistent misedu- 
cation,” and documents it by pointing out 
how quickly American GIs forgave Ger- 
mans their Third Reich, how they went 
overboard for German tidiness. (“Our boys 
are impressed by appearances.) 

“While Time Remains” is commentary on 
America as it flaunts its ego carelessly be- 
fore the world.

F you want to see American political power and influence at its 
In August 1946, in all of Europe, you will 
find no country where the United States is more nearly in the 


driver's seat; and, probably, nowhere else in the world will you find 
a better test of the “get tough with Russia” theory. 


It is still too early to say that 
we have found the formula either 
for strengthening our concept of 
democracy or for restraining the 
Soviets’ expansioni8m or for get- 
ting on happily with them. 

When we pull out our troops 
next June, if we follow State De- 
partment suggestion, and Austria 
is set loose on its own, we may 
well discover that we have lost 
@n all counts, 

There is a certain unconcealed 
pride among Americans here over 
the fact that this is one place 
where we have cut the Russians 
down to size. By and large, we 
have. Here the Soviets are clearly 
on the defensive. Here we have 
blocked one Russian policy after 
another, and done it with such a 
magnificent sense for headlines 
that almost every such encounter 
becomes a public humiliation for 
them. 

Popular Favor Won. 

Riding for all it is worth the 
theory that the Allies must do 
everything possible to help the 
“poor Austrians,” we have won 
wide popular favor, and have 
gained such a hold on the Aus- 
trian government that it hardly 
makes a move without. running 
first to our headquarters com- 
mand for advice and counsel. This, 
to be sure, is only a dim shadow 
of the pattern which the Russians 
have slready made depressingly 
familiar in the countries of east- 
ern Europe where their troops are 
in sole occupation, but, in the long 
run. it bodes no good either for 
Austria or for Russo-American 
relations. 

What can be said in favor of 
our aggressive policy is that, at 
least temporarily, it has succeeded 
in gaining for Austria the hope 
ef ultimate independence and 
meanwhile some of the essential 
economic means without which 
independence would never be pos- 
sible. 

Thanks to America’s constant 
insistence of fulfilling the promises 
of the Moscow Declaration of 1943, 
which called for treating Austria 
as a liberated country and for 
building there the basis of a “free, 
democratic, independent exist- 


will press for still further reduc- 
tion in the near future.) 

3. Trying to secure for Austria 
those local German assets which 
had been fraudulently acquired 
from Austrians, and this means, 
in turn, opposing Russian claims 
to those same assets’ as war 
reparations. That struggle is by 
no means finished, We have re- 
nounced any claim to reparations 
ourselves, have handed over such 
valuable German properties as the 
giant Hermann Goering steel 
works at Linz to the Austrian 
Government, and have repeatedly 
denounced the Russians’ broad in- 
terpretation of the loosely-drawn 
Potsdam reparations clause so far 
as it affects Austria. 


_ ence,” we have managed to im- 
port through UNRRA and our 
own military supply channels 
enough food for minimum exist- 
ence. : 

Moreover, Gen. Mark Clark, as 
goon as he arrived here a year 
ago, began a not-too subtle cam- 
paign to convince the Russians 
that they ought to stop living off 
the land and to co-operate in 
raising the level of civilian rations 
throughout Austria. Though the 
Red Army has never completely 
stopped taking food supplies from 
the Austria economy, it did dras- 
tically reduce its requisitioning 
‘and has gone along with a pro- 
gram of trying to equalize food 
rations, 

Thus at the base of American 
popularity is the knowledge, ad- 
vertised in every grocer’s window, 
‘that food from America has pre- 
vented near-starvation, plus the 
bitter memory, exaggerated or not, 
ef the Austrian food which the 
Russian troops took. 

Political Battles Won. 

In addition to this, the Ameri- 
‘eans have fought and won addi- 
tional political battles: 

(1) Gaining greater authority 
for the Austrian government, par- 
ticularly by pushing through a 
Four-Power agreement under 
which any act passed by the Aus- 
tralian Parliament becomes law 
within 30 days unless vetoed 
unanimously by all four represen- 
tatives of the Allied Control Coun- 
cil. 

(2) Reducing the cost of occupa- 
tion. now down to 35 per cent of 
¢he total Austrian budget, on the 
ratio of 11 for Russia, two for 
the United States, two for Great 
Fritain, and two for France. (It 


But we haven't in the least 
shaken the Russian grip on such 
assorted Austrian properties as 
oil fields, factories, and farms, 
some of which, incidentally, the 
Nazis stole from the Jews, 


Weakness of Position, 

Right there you have the weak- 
ness of the whole American posi- 
tion. dn any individual power 
politics duel with the Russians in 
Austria, or in any other part of 
Europe where they think they 
have vital interests, we can win 
only partial and fleeting victor- 
ies. 

We can outvote the Red Army 
representatives in the Allied Con- 
trol Council three to one. We 
can, and do, give the fullest pub- 
licity to what we consider shen- 
annigans by the secrecy-loving 
Soviets, and sometimes make 
them back down. We can, and do, 
give our support to the victorious 
Austrian coalition of Social Dem- 
ocrats and Peoples Party, which 
handed the Communists the worst 
election licking they have had 
anywhere in Europe since the 
end of the war. 

But we have neither persuaded 
the Russians to hurry their with- 
drawal nor discouraged the local 
Communists, The Austrian Com- 
munists, small as their popular 
following is today, tell you quite 
frankly that they “can afford to 
wait.” 

The firm attitude which the 
Soviets have adopted on the ques- 
tion of taking over farms and 
factories as “rep@rations” is pretty 
convincing evidence that they 
don't propose to abandon the 
country which they consider to be 
the key to their whole Danubian 
system, and which, by all the logic 
of geography and economics, be- 
longs to some kind of Central 
European federation. 

Awareness of Facts, 
Simply “getting tough with the 
Russians” all by ourselves isn't 
going to solve much of anything 
fo. long. In this part of the world, 
the Russians can get tougher than 
we can—and stay that way, 

If they are determined to drag 
Austria into their orbit, they will 
succeed in time. Certainly our 
policy of making the Austrian 
Government temporarily beholden 
to the United States and showing 
up the Russians for their greedy 
bad manners cannot be the basis 
for any long-range program for 
Austrian reconstruction, however 
successful it may appear at the 
moment. 

One finds, fortunately, among 
highly placed Americans here, an 
awareness of that simple fact. In 
their views, the only real hope for 
order and prosperity and ultimate 
democracy in this area lies in the 
establishment of a Danube feder- 
ation under United Nations spon- 
sorship and protection. None of 
these nations wants to become the 
satellite of any great power. None 
of them, not even Austria, expects 
that the United States will be able 
to outbid the Soviet Union for in- 
fluence in these parts during the 
long future. a 

What we might do is to take 
the lead in proposing a pattern 
for truly democratic and interna- 
tional sharing of responsibility for 


ia almost a certain bet that we 
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putting these nations on their feet, 
It la a pity that this was not done 
at Tehran or Yalta, but there is 
still a much better chance that 
we can work out some such inter- 
national trusteeship through the 
United Nations for Austria, and 
perhaps even for a Danube con- 
federation, than that we can es- 
tablish peace and justice through 
a continued power politics tug-of- 
war between the United States 
and the U.S.S.R.

UNRRA, Army 
In Clash Over 
Refugee Policy 


Former Interested in 
Attending’ to 
Needs — Latter 
Guards Security. a 


By DORIS FLEESON 


PARIS, Aug. 22. 

HEN the violent clashes of 

stimulating personalities sub- 

sides, the great problem of 
1,000,000 displaced persons under 
Allied protection in Germany will 
still remain, For them are the 
United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration’s char- 
ity and the stark reality of mil- 
itary security, which is the Army's 
problem. 

UNRRA is right: We have a 
duty to cherish these homeless in- 
nocents, The Army is right: We 
must protect our own interests 
and not permit the Soviets and-or 
the Jews to embarrass or harass 
us. 

UNRRA complains the Army is 
unsympathetic with its humani- 
tarian aims. The Army protests 
that UNRRA interferes with its 
efforts to eliminate Communist 
spies and criminals from the 
camps. 

The top-men—UNRRA Director 
General Fiorello La Guardia; Lt. 
Gen, Sir Frederick Morgan, whom 
La Guardia has just fired as 
UNRRA director in Germany; and 
Gen. Joseph T. McNarne;, Ameri- 
can zone commander—are staging 
a three-ring circus. 

First Round in Geneva. 

This correspondent had a front- 
row seat at the first round of 
the fight at the UNRRA council 
meeting at Geneva. The bell rang 
in Geneva, with La Guardia in the 
center of the ring, fists clenched, 


waiting for Gen. Morgan tocome 


out and fight. Instead, Morgan 
returned to his headquarters at 
Arolsen, Germany. } 
La Guardia, being boss ob 
viously would knock him out in 
time. It was equally clear that 
the conditions in Germany which 
had aroused such spirited emo- 
tions would continue to exist. 


There are still nearly 1,090,000 
displaced persons in the camps, 
chiefly in the American zone. The 
number constantly increases as 
Polish persecution drives the Jews 
out of Poland and Russian pres- 
sure on the Baltic countries 
squeezes out a steady trickle of 
Esthonians, Latvians and Lithu- 
anians. The balance are mainly 
anti-Tito Yugoslavs, brs 

Long ago, the French, Belgian 
and Dutch were sifted out of the 
camps and sent home, There is 
no other place for the balance to 
go so their care must be contin- 
ued until a permanent solution is 
reached. <A further complication 
is the passion of the Jews for 
Palestine. 4 

Fifth Are Jews. 

A common misconception is 
that Jews comprise the majority 
of displaced persons. However, 
the Jews comprise less than one- 
fifth of the total. 

At Geneva, the Soviet-domi- 
nated bloc demanded primary em- 
phasis on repatriation, except for 
Jews, They feared the resettle- 
ment plans of the International 
Refugee Organization which was 
destined to be UNRRA’s residuary 
legatee. They realized that their 
nationals, given scent of a possible 
home in the New World, would 
never turn back. The Communists 
charged the Army deliberately 
blocked repatriation and vowed 
they would never abandon their 
nationals. 

La Guardia and the American, 
British and Canadian delegates 
agreed that repatriation was the 
prime objective and assented to 
various plans for improving and 
accelerating it. Coincidentally, 
they insisted none must be forced 
to return where they feared re- 
ligious or political persecution.

Marshall toils and swelters in 
Nanking, trying to keep peace in 
China's civil war. He meets with 
lesser generals. He gets nowhere. 
So from time to time he makes 
the rather arduous trip to Kuling 
—three hours by plane, plus six 
by sedan chair up the mountain— 
to see the Generalissimo. Nothing 
but disappointment so far comes of 
these trips. 

Chiang is showing to all China 
that he can make Marshall “run” 
and get away with it—that Chang 
is the big boss- 

Chiang’s Game. 


Chiang’s game now is to stay 
aloof in Kuling while his generals 
make war. His emissaries abroad 
play down that war as “local 
skirmishes.” Soon, when Chiang’s 
men have taken all tl. territory 
they can, Chiang will “allow” Mar- 
shall to make peace on the new 
boundasies consolidating Chiang’s 
gains. And so on, ad infinitum. 

Chiang is expert at making his 
allies serve Chiang’s own—often 
quite different—aims. He is prob- 
ably the shrewdest player now liv- 
ing, in the game of Oriental power 
politics, 

It began in 1927 when he kicked 
out the Chinese Communists who 
had hoped to build Chiang’s 
armies, and _ slaughtered’ the 
Shanghai workers, whose general 
strike had given the city to 
Chiang with hardly a blow, Later, 
Chiang used one warlord to kill 
off another. 

At the start of the anti-Japa- 
nese war, Chiang made an agree- 
ment with the Communists that 
they would specialize in guerrilla 
fighting in Japanese-held territory. 
A. lot of Communist soldiers were 
thus killed off, as Chiang intend- 
ed. What Chiang didn’t intend 
was that the Communist-led 
armies would grow in number just 
because they were fighting. 

Chiang had another trick up his 
sleeve. A lot of his own generals 
in north and eastern China, hav- 
ing failed to hold the enemy, went 
over to the Japanese. Of 700,000 
Chinese puppet troops serving the 
Japanese in China, 500,000 were 
under former Kuomintang gener- 
als, i.e., Chiang’s own, These pup- 
pet generals, with Japanese weap- 
ons, fought the Communist guer- 
rillas mercilessly, Meanwhile 
they kept excellent contacts with 
Chungking. It was called “beating 
the enemy by curved line method,” 

Reason for Present Fighting. 

Chiang let America beat the 
Japanese for him and then at 
once recommissioned these puppet 
generals, now properly “repent- 
ant.” He told them to keep right 
on holding their strategic cities. 
This bit of power politics started 
plenty of trouble. People of north 
and eastern China had suffered 
plenty under those Jap-allied trai- 
tors, and didn’t want them to keep 
on ruling under Chiang. This is 
a main source of the present fight- 
ing. 

One favorite trick of Chiang’s 
is the strategic withdrawal. When 
he can’t get his own way, he 
“withdraws” personally, and lets 
his loyal subordinates stir up 
trouble, so that everyone will beg 
Chiang to come back on his own 
terms. 

Chiang tried it last January, 
but with less success than usual. 
The Moscow conference of For- 
eign Ministers was just over. 
Marshall, now in the picture, is 
said to have told Chiang that, un- 
less he agreed to peace in China, 
he might have three-power inter- 
vention on his hands. Chiang is 
said to have lost his temper and 
smashed the tea cups—after 
Marshall left.

U.S. Built Up Chiang. 

Maybe Marshall has it coming. 
America built up Chiang. When 
the war with Japan’ ended, 
Chiang’s forces were locked up in 
western China with so many hos- 
tile Chinese between them and 
the seaboard that they had no way 
of getting out. Local Chinese 
forces were ready to disarm the 
Japanese in all the occupied prov- 
inces, and make Chiang a highly 
honored, but not too powerful, na- 
tional president. 

The American air force and 
navy, at a cost of $300,000,000 to 
American taxpayers, carried 
Chiang’s troops to Shanghal, north 
China and Manchuria, planted 
them and still support them there. 
We did this without any pledge 
from Chiang of a democratic gov- 
ernment, 

Nobody really knows what is 
American policy in China, in spite 
of our State Department’s in- 
sistence that it is “still the same.” 
Gen, Marshall appears to have one 
policy; the United States Navy, 
for instance, seems to have an- 
other, 

Chiang Has His Price. 

Marshall got a signed truce 
agreement with both Chiang and 
the Communists, that five of 
Chiang’s armies might be taken 
to Manchuria unopposed. Then 
the United States Navy took seven 
armies in, or so the Communists 
claim. Those extra two armies 
embarrass Marshall quite a bit in 
his dealings with the Communists.

PRAGUE, Aug. 24. 
R the first time since the 
liberation, judicial Czechoslo- 
vakia is facing a severe test, 
Nobody questions the principle 
that the courts must be independ- 
ent of political parties or legisla- 
tive organs, 
In a recent speech outlining 
the new constitution, which is in 


process of being drafted, Klement 
Gottwald, Communist premier, de- 
clared himself for an independent 
judiciary. 

Yet for three weeks the Com- 
munist party has been waging a 
vigorous campaign for the retrial 
of five members of the Protek- 
torat government, none of whom 
has been sentenced to death. 
Many non-Communists are disap- 
pointed with the verdicts of the 
Communists. 

“The verdicts have been such,” 
writes Svobodne Noviny, organ of 
the Czech Socielist party, “as to 
emphasize for the present and 
the future our abhorrence of the 
Protektorat: system, and the co- 
responsibility of the accused for 
acts the Germans perpetrated \in 
this country. The verdict has 
achieved this end only in limited 
measure.” 

Marxists Served on Court, 


Yet, Czech Socialists, like the 
Catholics, are resolutely combat- 
ting the efforts of the Communist 
party to set aside the verdict of 
the People’s Court. The argument 
is that the People’s Court was 
especially set up to try collabo- 
rators by Presidential decree, in 
the formulation of which the Com- 
munists played a decisive role. 
According to this decree the ver- 
dict of the People’s Court is final, 
subject solely to appeal to the 
President for mercy. 

Above all, three of the four lay 
judges, who together with one 
professional jurist rendered the 
verdict, were Marxists. 


At an outdoor mass meeting of 
the Communist party recently 
Gottwald* replied to the argu- 
ments of the Czech Socialists and 
Catholics. “Yes,” he said, “we 
fully recognize the independence 
of the courts, but we must also 
recognize that the courts are not 
independent of the law.” 


Public Opinion a Factor. 


Explaining what he meant, the 
premier declared, “the court must 
judge according to the law and 
also with regard to public opinion 
and the viewpoint of the govern- 
ment.” 

Social Democrats, who since the 
election have evinced an increas- 
ing tendency to disagree with the 
Communists, concur, though not 
vociferously, in the demand for 
a new trial. 


They, too hold that the People’s 
Court has been entirely too lenient 
with the collaborators, especially 
with members of the Protektorat 
government. 


Should the Communists. win, 
particularly in the demand that 
the courts take cognizance of pub- 
lic opinion and the viewpoint or 
wishes of the government, it 
would mark the complete de- 
parture from not only Anglo- 
Saxon but established Czech con- 
cepts of jurisprudence.

A combination of good luck and 
good arganization enabled me to 
complete the program almost on 
time and without a hitch. There 
were anxious moments while wait- 
ing to cross the heavily-guarded 
border and while passing police 
control along our route, Though 
I do not know the real names of 
the compdnions who guided me, 
I have nothing but the greatest 
admiration for the skill and 
courage with which they planned 
our journey, While I ran the risk 
of possible arrest and expulsion 
from Spain, they were in constant 
danger of their lives, 


Most of the men I met had 
spent months in Spanish prisons, 
several had already been sen- 
tenced to death by Fascist cvuurts, 
but they are still very much at 
work, 


Though there are _ several 
thousand guerrillas in the moun- 
tains, Asturias and _ Galicia, 
around Toledo and in the Guad- 
arrama (through which we 
passed), there is no prospect of 
an armed uprising inside Spain. 


There are two reason for this, 
One: The Spanish democrats do 
not want, and will not prepare 
for, a second civil war. Two: 
The Spanish army and police 
are so well equipped and so 
numerous that without the co- 
operation of some of the 
Spanish generals a coup d'etat 
has less than no chance of suc- 
cess. 

But the loyalty of the army to 
Gen. Franco (and indeed of sev- 
eral of his ministers) is a very 
doubtful quantity. Despite the 
privileges they enjoy today, many 
of them are thinking of the future. 
Each time Allied pressure on 
Franco intensifies, these potential 
quislings begin to wobble. Then 
comes a statement from London 
or Washington which they inter- 
pret as a renewal of non-interven- 
tion, and once again they gang up 
with the regime, 


It has often been said that the 
Spaniards are a proud people, 
and that outside’ interference 
merely unites them behind Gen. 
Franco. There could not be a 
more false interpretation. One 
has only to see the groveling con- 
tortion of the Spanish Govern- 
ment today, ag it tries desperately 
to disprove its past solidarity with 
the Axis, to know how far that 
“pride” extends. 


It was not the closing of the 
French-Spanish frontier which 
solidified tne regime last Spring, 
but Allied declarations which, 
rightly or wrongly, were believed 
in Spain to mean that the gov- 
ernments concerneG were pre- 
pared to tolerate the continuagce 
of the dictatorship. 

Two great opportunities were 
missed: the end of the war and 
last year’s Labor victory in 
Britain. 


At both those moments a tran- 
sition might well have been 
achieved. Today the task is 
less easy. 


Over and over again my friends 
of the opposition movement 
warned me that British prestige 
was falling fast. The people, liv- 
ing under conditions of near 
starvation and intolerable oppres- 
sion, are getting disillusioned. 


Communist influence in Spain 
is still weak today. But Russia 
(who, as far as they can see, is 
their only active friend abroad) 
is rapidly winning the sympathy 
of Republicans all over the 
country. 

Once again, as in Greece, 
British policy is tending to drive 
the people to extremes. The 
longer the present terror lasts 
the greater the chance of even- 
tual bloodshed and an extremist 
solution of the Spanish problem. 

It is no exaggeration to talk of 

starvation and terror inside Spain. 
Even the skilled worker's wage is 
so low that he can hardly hope to 
keep his family alive. Govern- 
ment rations provide only a small 
portion of their weekly food con- 
sumption; the rest must be 
bought on the black market.

FRENCH-SPANISH FRONTIER, 


HAVE just crossed the frontier back into France, My 10-day visit 
to the Spanish underground had taken me across Spain from 
Bilbao in the northwest through Madrid to Barcelona, with a 
detour to San Sebastian where Gen. Franco and his ministers have 
The object of my journey was to meet 
the leaders of the Democratic Resistance Movement, to find out 
something about the strength of popular opposition to the dictator- 
ship, and to have a look—without official supervision—at general 


And the black market, operated 
by the Army from its own ample 
supplies, sells at fantastic prices 
right outside the worker’s reach. 


In the slums of Madrid I saw 
conditions which I can only com- 
pare with Greece just after the 
liberation. 


As for the terror, I can only 
describe two incidents of which I 
have personal knowledge during 
my 10-day stay. A few days be- 
fore my arrival in Bilbao a mem- 
ber of the resistance was beaten 
to death by the police for shout- 
ing Basque Nationalist slogans, 
Another was so badly tortured in 
San Sebastian jail while I was in 
that city that he could not be 
taken to Madrid, where he was 
wanted for further interrogation 
by the political police, 


It is my impression that British 
diplomatic intervention in cases 
like these has in the past not 
been effective. If anything, the 
brutality of the security forces ig 
increasing. 


I discussed the question of 
economic sanctions. Every 
single person whose opinion I 
asked told me that it was a bit- 
ter distortion to suggest that a 
blockade of Spain would injure 
the working people. They were 
ready an eager to suffer even 
gteater privations for a few 
months if those sufferings 
would lead to their liberation, 
but in fact, those foodstuffs 
which are scarce in Spain to- 
day (for example, oll) are scarce 
precisely because they are being 
exported by the Spanish Govern- 
ment. If the export of food 
ceased, the Spanish worker 
would be better, and not worse, 


off. 


During my political intervi 
I saw the leaders (or deputy lead. 
ers where the leaders were not 
present) of the democratic group 
in Catalonia, the Basque country 
and Spain proper, ranging from 
Christian Democrats on the Right 
to the anarchist-inspired C.N.T. 
on the Left. I found a much 
greater degree of political unity 
than I had expected, and much 
more effective organization. 

In the Basque country a few 
days ago, in order to prove to me 
that their movement did not exist 
merely on paper, the local re- 
sistance council staged a demon- 
stration. For security reasons I 
cannot give details of that dem- 
onstration, but it Proved con- 
clusively that the resistance lead- 
ers were in close touch with their 
people and that they could move 
large numbers of disciplined men 
at short notice i: a given area. 

I came out of Spain with a feel- 
ing of personal relief, but also a 
sense of great anxiety. The Span- 
ish people, our first Allies against 
Fascism even before World War 
II began, are waiting for our help. 
They are baffled and disillusioned 
by our apparent indifference to a 
continued Fascism in their coun- 
try. They are waiting for the 
British, to take an initiative—a 
political, diplomatic, and, perhaps 
as a final stage, an economic in- 
itiative—in their liberation,

Report Was Surprise Even to Them|™ 


Unscientific Hangover After Party Helped

willing to discuss the atomic bomb, 


but not for long. As the conversation progresses, it begins to 
touch on such matters as radioactive cities, giant abysses open- 


ing in the ocean's floor, planets wrenched from their courses, and 
pigs manning warships, and it is then likely to shift to some relatively 
easy topic—price control, say, or even, at the moment, the Paris 


Peace Conference. Last winter, a 


group of seven men made a strong 


bid for an endurance record of a very special sort when they spent 
two months talking about nothing but atomic energy and how to 
control it. Five of the men comprised the Board of Consultants that 
was appointed last January by a State Department committee headed 
by Under Secretary of State Dean Acheson; the sixth man was sec- 
retary to the board and the seventh was a representative of the 


State Department, 

At the time the board was ap- 
pointed, the United Nations As- 
sembly was considering a proposal 
that an international atomic- 
energy commission be formed, but 
no action has been taken, The 
State Department, however, pre- 
sumed, rightly, that the problem 
was so important that the Assem- 
bly would not long delay approval 
of the idea. Accordingly, it de- 
cided to institute an American 
study of the project for world- 
wide atomic control, so that when 


an international commission was 
set up and ready to consider the 
matter, the American representa- 
tive on it would have a sound 
course of procedure to offer the 
representatives of other nations. 
It was to make this study that 
the Board of Consultants was ap- 
pointed, and the result of the 
study is the Acheson-Lilienthal 
Report. 

Had No Idea Where to Start. 

The study was a peculiar one, 
because the consultants had little 
idea of where to start and were 
even more uncertain about where 
they might be going. All they 
knew, these seven men of whose 
deliberations most people in the 
world were not even aware, Was 
that they were supposed to pro- 
duce, out of their collective minds, 
a way for the nations of the 
world to get along together with- 
out the dread of being blown up 
at any moment. To be sure, the 
board had certain incontrovertible 
facts at its disposal—technical 
ones established by the Manhat- 
tan District, for example—but es- 
sentially it was concerned with an 
era still in the future and about 
which no one, not even General 
Groves, knew much. 

The board counted its accom- 
plishments not in terms of sta- 
tistical tables, as many govern- 
ment boards do, but in terms of 
new concepts or, new ideas. These 
did not come easy. The consult- 
ants talked atomic energy in of- 
fices, in Pullman compartments, 
and aloft in an Army plane. Some- 
times they deliberated for as long 
as 18 hours in a day. They ate 
and slept and wrangled late at 
night in places that weren't home 
to any of them, and then, as soon 
as they rose in the morning, they 
would meet again at the break- 
fast table and resume their mara- 
thon discussion. Despite this con- 
stant living with a baffling and 
elusive problem, the seven men 
not only evolved the idea of the 
International Atomic Development 
Authority, which Bernard Baruch, 
the American delegate to the 
United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission, has since passed on 
to that body, but were even able 
to include in their report as posi- 
tive and heartening a statement 
as this: “We have concluded our 
deliberations on this most diffi- 
cult problem not in a spirit of 
hopelessness and despair, but with 
a measure of confidence.” 
Disagreement Appeared Certain. 

The report's recommendations 
were unanimously agreed to by 
the consultants, and this surprised 
them, because their backgrounds 
are so varied that irreconcilable 
differences seemed almost inevi- 
table. One of the five members 
was Chester Barnard, the presi- 
dent of the New Jersey Bell Tele- 
phone Co., a bald, cautious man 
who, at 59, was the oldest of them 
all. Another was Harry Winne, a 
vice president of the General Elec- 
tric Corp. 

Then there was Prof. J. Robert 
Oppenheimer, the distinguished 
physicist who directed the Man- 
hattan District's work at Los 
Alamos. The fourth member was 
a first-class chemist by the name 
of Charles Thomas, who, being a 
vice president of the huge Mon- 
santo Chemical Co., is, like Bar- 
nard and Winne, a business man; 
like Oppenheimer, he had done 
some work for the Manhattan Dis- 
trict, but at Oak Ridge. The 
board's chairman was David Lil- 
fenthal, who, as director of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, is 
condemned as a radical by his 
enemies and praised as an ad- 
vanced social planner by his ad- 
mirers, The other men in the 
group were Carroll Wilson, who 
was secretary of the board, and 
Herbert S. Marks, a government 
lawyer of high repute and assist- 
ant to Under Secretary Acheson. 
Although not officially members 
of the board, both Wilson and 
Marks took as much part in the 
two months’ cross-country klatsch 
as any of the other men, 

In Washington the other day, I 
looked up Marks, a short, black- 
haired and congenial] man, in his 
office at the State Department 
and learned from him, in a gen- 
eral way, how the report was put 
tecether. The first of the group's 
dozens of meetings was held on 
Jan. 23, in Washington, on the 
top floor of the American Truck- 


ing Associations Building, in what 
had been the headquarters of the 
Office of Scientific Research and 
Development. 


‘We Felt Sort of Silly.’ 


“An impressive, 
room,” Marks said, “Not really 
the best spot for us to get started 
in. We felt pretentious enough 
as it was, We'd just come from 
the State Department, where Mr, 
Acheson had given us a pep talk 
on how important it was to make 
some headway with the atomic 
problem, and here we were sitting 
around a table, presumably about 
to solve it. In a way, we felt sort 
of silly, but on the other hand 
we realized that somebody some- 
where had to tackle it and we 
seemed to have been picked,” 

Marks told me that he sensed 
a definite attitude of reserve at 
that first meeting. “I'm sure that 
Winne and Lilienthal didn't think 
of each other as kindred spirits 
right off,” he said. “As for what 
the others thought of Oppen- 
heimer, a_ theoretical physicist 
who picked up Sanskrit at the age 
of 30—undoubtedly a queer duck.” 

The board didn’t keep minutes 
nor did it ever indulge in a dis- 
cussion of what was procedural 
or substantive. The men received 
no salaries for the work they had 
undertaken, 

“They'd all temporarily quit 
their regular jobs,” Marks went 
on, “although they called Winne 
an unemployed executive because 
the General Electric strike was 
on at the time, Maybe the strike 
could be considered labor’s con- 
tribution to.the Acheson-Lilientha] 
report.” 

The board quickly came to a 
somewhat novel decision—to get 
the facts about atomic energy and 
not just argue over points of view 
—and to that end the non-scien- 
tific members were given an in- 
formal course in nuclear physics 
by Prof. Oppenheimer, obviously 
an experienced hand. “We had a 
blackboard on that top floor,” 
Marks gaid, “and Oppie, with 
chalk and pointer, would lecture 
away to us about U-235 and U-238 
and U-239, and something called 
‘denaturing.’ .., 


Several Starting Points. 


Among the possibilities which 
the board considered in the course 
of its gropings, Marks mentioned 
these: Let’s keep the secret. Let's 
give away the secret. Is there a 
secret? Let’s discuss only peace- 
ful uses with other countries. 
Let’s concentrate on the destruc- 
tive uses. Let's outlaw the bomb 
and other atomic weapons. 

A suggestion frequently consid- 
ered at those early sessions was to 
let nature take its course—that is, 
to do nothing for the moment but 
watch international developments. 
“T think that at first we were sub- 
consciously inclined to shy away 
from specific ideas as much as 
possible,” Marks said. ‘The prob- 
lem was too vast. We needed a 
little time to get the feel of it.” 

Lilienthal always let out a yelp 
when someone advanced the 
watch-and-wait proposal. “He had 
a newspaper clipping,” Marks said, 
“that he’d wave at us. It was the 
text of the joint declaration by 
Attlee, King and Truman last No- 
vember in favor of international 
control. Dave would hold this up 
in the air and tell us, ‘Gentlemen, 
maybe if you were President of 
the United States you might have 
decided differently, but the man 
who is President has committed 
us to international control, so let's 
quit considering something our 
Government is opposed to.” 

During the first week or so, the 
members were in session 18 hours 
a day. ; 

“Discussions and lectures, lec- 
tures and discussions,” Marks 
said. “We'd send out for sand- 
wiches, and we smoked too much,” 

The conference room got to be 
quite a mess but none of the men 
in it would have become aware 
of it if it hadn't been for a clean- 
ing woman who persistently tried 
to get in and was just as persis- 
tently shooed away. After a week 
of frustration, she became vocif- 
erous in her demands that she be 
allowed to do her duty, and one 
of the men told her that impor- 
tant work was in progress in the 
room and that it contained secret 
papers, 

The cleaning woman was not 
impressed, “Important?” she said 
scornfully. “Secret?” Why, I 
cleaned up. after Dumbarton 
Oaks!” 

At the end of ten days of Op- 
penheimer lectures, the consul- 
tants came to New York to listen, 
in an office in the Woolworth 
Building, to the reports of several 
scientists who had been appointed 
by the Army to a unit called the 
Technical Committee on Inspec- 
tion and Control, These scientists 
had worked for the Manhattan 
District on various phases of 
nuclear research, and the Army, 
temporarily abandoning its policy 
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idolized, did,”

formation, had recently brought 
them together to pool their know- 
ledge in an effort to determine 
whether control of atomic energy 
could be achieved solely by in- 
specting plants engaged in devel- 
oping it. 

At that time, this method of 
control was widely regarded as 
a likely way out, This didn’t sur- 
prise Marks, 

“After Hiroshima,” he told me, 
“the public wanted to believe that 
some form of control was possible, 
and it simply adopted the first 
reasonable-sounding notion - that 
was circulated,” 


The Technical Committee’s 
scientists, too, judging by their 
reports, seemed confident that 
plant inspection would do the 
trick. Lilienthal’s group, however, 
came away with the impression 
that while plant inspection was 
all right, it was hardly enough to 
guarantee safety. 


“The more we listened,” Marks 
said, “the more convinced we be- 
came that something might go 
wrong with the system at least 
part of the time, and that that, 
in the case of atomic weapons, 
would be too often. ...” 


Even Bribery a Consideration. . 

Then, too, said Marks, a couple 
of what he called human factors 
were worth considering. Inspec- 
tors working in countries in which 
they were strangers might easily 
be given the run-around or, in 
conscientiously trying to do a good 
job, they might cause internation- 
al incidents by poking into places 
where they had no right to be 
and violating the privacy of ‘citi- 
zens who had nothing to do with 


atomic energy. Moreover, some 
inspectors might not be particu- 
larly interested in doing a good 
job and might feel not the least 
insulted if they were offered 
bribes by representatives of the 
country in which they happened 
to be. Still another difficulty was 
that a large number of inspectors 
would be needed. 


According to the Technical Com- 
mittee, Marks said, it would take 
300 inspectors to keep tabs on just 
one of the diffusion plants at Oak 
Ridge. “The inspectors would 
have to be scientists who knew 
their field so well that no one 
could pull a fast one on them,” he 
said. “You can’t find men of that 
caliber wholesale, and when you 
do find the right man, you've got 
to give him more of an incentive 


than that of mere] 
flatfoot.” y becoming a 


»..Back once more in the - 
ing Association Building, Pediat 
sultants were subjected to further 
education. This time it was talks 
on geology. Their instructors, ex- 
perts working with the Army, 
were so dry and matter of fact 
that Marks found their delivery 
almost as remarkable as the in- 
formation they Supplied. “They 
droned on and on unemphatically,” 
he said. “I wondered if they knew 
how important the things they 
were saying were. They told us, 
in their precise way, where the 
earth’s crust happened to be em- 
bedded with uranium and thorium 
—of the deposits in Colorado, in 
Africa, Czechoslovakia and the 
Arctic. We heard about ‘igneous 
situations’ and ‘asphalts of low 
concentration’ that contain bomb 
OTOB. ¢ s « 


Gradually, though, as the dis- 
cussions and lectures went on, the 
board's problems began to seem 
less staggering. 

“We could see boundaries to it 
at last,” Marks said. “First, we 
had learned that atomic energy 
can be produced from only two 
ores. Next, the geologists had 
been of the opinion that rich de- 
posits of the necessary ores were 
tc be found only in certain spe- 
cific but infrequent types of geo- 
logical formations.” 

It became clear to the board that 
if atomic resources were to be 
controlled, certain well-defined 
areas of the world would have to 
be watched intently but that vast 
portions of it could be disregarded. 
Lilienthal had stopped waving his 
clipping; ever since the geology 
lessons the men had beep think- 
ing internationally and they were 
beginning to reach conclusions. 
Plant inspection, they had decided, 
was not the whole answer to the 
problem; every step in the produc- 
tion of atomic energy would have 
to be under some sort of super- 
vision. The consultants were also 
unanimous in the belief that no 
effeetive system of control could 
relyw@f on good faith alone, since 
th was no way of telling what 
was going on in a man’s mind 
while he was digging pitchblende, 


or processing it, or using it for a 
chain-reaction. 

“You just couldn't afford | to 
hope to guess right every time 
about people's motives,” Marks 
said. 

A Tiff—With Happy Ending. 


The consultants were avout to 
try to work out a feagable plan 
when a fortunate misiMfderstand- 
ing rose between Lilienthal and 
Winne, One day, Lilienthal, in 
the course of opening a meeting 
with a chairman-like preamble, 
told the board, “We must never 
forget the destructive force of 
atomic weapons.” 


Winne seemed annoyed at the 
remark, “If all we're interested 
in,” he said sharply, “is the de- 
structive side of atomic energy, 
then this isn’t the job for me.” 


He subsided when it was quick- 
ly pointed out to him that Lilien- 
thal hadn't said that the destruc- 
tive forge of the atom was their 
only concern, but his reaction to 
the remark prompted Oppenheim- 
er to air an idea which Marks 
said he imagined the man had 
been brooding over in New Mexico 
for the past three years. Oppen- 
heimer told his colleagues that 
the beneficial aspects of atomic 
energy were of interest not only 
to State Department consultants 
but to a great many scientists 
who had long been itching to get 
on with this phase of nuclear re- 
search, He said that encouraging 
scientists to go ahead and look 
for possible constructive uses for 
atomic energy—a cure for cancer, 
a source of power for industry, 
and so on—was the best and per- 
haps the only way to induce them 
to further explore the possibili- 
ties of atomic weapons. 


“More research for atomic weap- 
ons?” J asked. “What for?” 

Oppenheimer’s involved but 
sound point, Marks replied, was 
that if some system of interna- 
tional control were figured out, 
the scientists co-operating with it 
would be expected to know more 
about atomic weapons than any- 
one else, including, say, an un- 
principled scientist who might 
prefer to plav along with some 
would-be world conqueror. Op- 
penheimer’s idea was that the re- 
sults of controlled research on 
nuclear weapons would be shared 
by scientists of many countries, 
Only one, maybe two, bombs would 
be in existence (not enough for 
any country to win a war with), 
and only scientists working for the 
international-control system would 
have access to them. 

“Oppie’s plan,” Marks _ said, 
“would set scientists up as social 
policemen, but in a way that would 
make it possible for them to do the 
job with enthusiasm and also to 
use their maximum intelligence, 
which, for scientists, happens to 
be an attraction.

Thomas Had the $64 Answer. 

Once the points raised by Lilien- 
that and Winne had been in- 
tricately straightened out by Op- 
penheimer in this way, the com- 
mittee went on with ‘its attempt 
to evolve a plan, Naturally, Marks 
said, there were a good many 
false starts before they hit on the 
course that was finally adopted, 
but, as it happened, it wasn’t very 
long in coming. , 

“Charlie Thomas was the one 
who mentioned it first,” Marks 
said, “but somebody else would 
have soon if he hadn't. After the 
things we'd learned and talked 
about, it was logical.” 

What Thomas proposed was the 
internationalization of all thorium 
and uranium mines, and this idea 
eventually came to exert consider- 
able influence in shaping the Ba- 
ruch concept of an International 
Atomic Development Authority, 
which is currently occupying 80 
much of the attention of the Unit- 
ed Nations Atomic Energy Com- 

ssion.

Agreed They Didn’t Have to Agree. 


It took the consultants some 
time to accept Thomas’s unappe- 
tizing suggestion. Debates on the 
subject were prolonged and wear- 
One morning a consultant 
might wake up and feel favorable 
toward the idea, but by afternoon 
he’s be opposed to it. Lilienthal, 
a conscientious chairman, was 
determined to hold the board to- 
gether. Painstakingly, he ex- 
plained to the men, “We don’t 
all have to agree. Our report's 
just going to be a letter to a guy 
named Fred or something, in 
which we try to tell him a couple 
of things we've found out about 
atomic energy. So we'll just be- 
gin by saying, ‘Dear Fred ..,’” 

The consultants, however, be- 
came increasingly edgy and Fred 
had to wait a long time for his 
letter, Lilienthal called a recess 
of five days, but when the con- 
sultants reconvened, their nerves 
were still just as taut. The chair- 
man tried another idea. He told 
the men that it would probably 
do them all good to get out into 
the field and that he was going 
to arrange for them to inspect the 
Manhattan District’s plants at 
Oak Ridge and Los Alamos. “It 
was just a matter of psychology,” 
Marks said, “Sometimes you 
know you're right, but it takes a 
little time to believe it.” 

The therapeutic tour got off to 
a good start. The consultants be- 
gan their trip by train and en 
route to the station they bought a 
half dozen bottles of whisky. 
Most of it was drunk that night 
on the way to Knoxville, and the 
atmosphere grew friendlier. The 
next day, when the train pulled 
into Knoxville, some of the con- 
sultants were quite hung over, a 
condition which was not relieved 
by the energetic reception the 
Army had prepared. for them. 
Four Army sedans, with two-way 
radio operators, were on hand to 
transport them to Oak Ridge, 18 
miles away. During the half-hour 
trip, the radio operators kept in 
constant touch with the station 
at Oak Ridge, reporting every de- 
tail of the journey’s progress,

At Oak Ridge, the party -was 
taken on a de luxe tour of the 
reservation, which meant travel- 
ing over much of its 59,000 acres 
and visiting its four plants... , 


Contribution by a Colonel. 

Marks was curiously stirred by 
a remark made by a colonel who 
was conducting the men through 
one of the plants. When the party 
reached a point from which a 
considerable quantity of weird ma- 
chinery could be seen, the colonel 
made a sweeping gesture and an- 
nounced proudly, “No other coun- 
try on God's earth can turn out 
that equipment. We've got noth- 
ing to worry about.” 

“A nice fellow,” Marks said to 
me, “but it never occurred to him 
that maybe no other country would 
want to make machinery that 
complicated, that some other coun- 
try might make simpler equip- 
ment that could do the same 
work,” 

Marks shook his head slowly. 
“First,” he said, “the complexity 
of the plants struck me, and then 
this colonel came along praising 
that complexity and made me 
realize that things might become 
much more simplified in the fu- 
ture. Sounds paradoxical, but it 
wasn’t. It’s just that the field’s 
so young that big changes are 
bound to occur. I knew for cer- 
tain then that our board had done 
the right thing in deciding that 
no phase of atomic production 
should be left uncontrolled.” 

The men spent a pleasant eve- 
ning at Lilienthal’s home in the 
TVA town of Norris, a few miles 
from Oak Ridge, and then, early 
the following morning, took off 
by plane for Los Alamos, “The 
plane of the Army’s atom king 
himself, Gen, Groves,” Marks told 
me amiably, 

The flight started out unevent- 
fully. Oppenheimer went to sleep, 
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notebook, Lilienthal sat musing, 
and Barnard, making his first. 
flight, grimly abstained from) 
looking out the window, Then, 
three hours out of Knoxville, 
Lilienthal suddenly sprang up. He 
woke Oppenheimer up, told Winne 
to put away his notebook, called 
to Thomas, and bustled about 
enough to make Barnard forget 
about the plane’s altitude, Lilien- 
thal then led his four co-members 
into a small room in the plane 
that Gen. Groves was accustomed 
to use for conferences while fly- 
ing. 

Marks and Wilson weren't called 
in on this huddle, but Lilienthal 
explained to Marks later what had 
struck him. “Dave told me,” 
Marks said, “that he'd finally fig- 
ured out how denatured materials 
tied in with our work. Of course, 
Oppenheimer, and Thomas, too, 
for that matter, had told us about 
denaturants back in Washington, 
but it evidently took a little time 
for us non-scientists to digest it.” 


Marks gave me a few pointers 
about denaturing. Both U-235 and 
plutonium, the end products of 
thorium and uranium, can be de- 
natured; that is, so treated as to 
lessen their effectiveness for the 
manufacture of atomic weapons 
for quite a period of time. The 
process doesn’t impair the ele- 
ments’ usefulness for biological 
and chemical research and other 
peaceful applications of atomic 
energy. 


“Dave likes to compare dena- 
turants to the cut alcohol boot- 
leggers used to peddle back in 
prohibition days,” Marks said with 
a smile. “A drink of straight al- 
cohol would blow your top off, but 
cut, it would just give you a lift.” 


During the aerial conclave, Lil- 
ienthal said that denaturing would 
help curb the mushrooming of an 
international bureaucracy, the 
sore point over which the board 
had all but broken up in Wash- 
ington. Strict supervision would 
be exercised over materials that 
had not been denatured, buf more 
modern controls would be ade- 
quate for those that had been. .., 


I asked Marks whether the de- 
naturants couldn’t be removed 
from the atomic elements, and he 
replied that they could. For this 
reason, he was convinced that a 
system of control which relied 
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in this horrible factory that had 
been built in the beautiful desert 
country.” Marks hesitated a mo- 
ment. “I could see then,” he said, 
“that Opple had been right when 
he told us that these scientific 
men would have to be given con- 
structive things to do or they 
wouldn't be much good.” 

Drab But Impressive Ending. 
Many people would regard the 
last place the consultants saw as 
the most important spot in the 
world today—a vault used to store 
some of the so-called end product 
of nuclear fission, the stuff out of 
which the bomb is made. It is, 
Marks told me, one of the most 
carefully guarded and least-fre- 
quented vaults ever built... > 
“It wasn’t a large place, he 
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wage atomic war. Finally, by 
eliminating the possibility of a 
surprise military atomic attack, 
they hoped to eliminate also the 
secrecy surrounding the atom, #0 
that it could be openly studied 
with the purpose of directing its 
powers to beneficial ends. 

The consultants spent three 
weeks drawing up their report, 
setting down the results of their 
grappling with the future. They 
found themselves in a state of mu- 
tual understanding of a sort that 
none of them would have believed 
possible at their first meeting. 
After their assignment was com- 
pleted, they all felt a letdown. 

“Back to the dull present,” 
Marks said. “Back to our same 
old jobs. Even Winne had to go 
to work. The General Electric 
strike was over.”

risky as one which relied solely 
on plant inspection, but he pointed 
out that dénaturing was only one 
of the safeguards which the board 
was proposing. He went on. to 
say, though, that the removal of 
denaturants is so involved an op- 
eration that if anyone undertook 
the task, it would be difficult for 
the most casual inspector not* to 
notice that something was up. 


The Ruritanian Pooh-Bah, 


“Supposing,” he said, “denatured 
material has been allocated to a 
plant which is located in Ruri- 
tania, and the Ruritanian Pooh- 
Bah decides to welsh on the 
Atomic Development Authority by 
removing the denaturants. The 
Authority’s representatives, made 
up of people of many nationalities, 
try to check on the plant, on the 
watch for just such a move. So 
the Pooh-Bah sends soldiers to get 
the ADA people out of the way and 
seize the factory. Assuming that 
the Pooh-Bah has the scientists to 
work for him, it will still take him 
in the neighborhood of a year to 
turn out a bomb. While he’s at 
it, the member countries of the 
Authority, having received no sat- 
isfactory answer to what's become 
of their inspectors, go to war with 
Ruritania. Since the ADA scien- 
tists would have seen to it. that 
there weren’t enough atom bombs 
im the world to win a war, the at- 
tack on Ruritania would have to 
be along conventional lines. Nat- 
urally, the atomic plant would be 
the first target for the attacking 
planes.” 


Soon after the group landed at 
Los Alamos, Lilienthal knew that 
his efforts to restore friendly 
feelings were producing results. 
The day they arrived happened 
to be Thomas's birthday, and with- 
out any prodding from their chair- 
man, the consultants decided to 
throw a party at the Guest House, 
the local hotel.

safeguards, and far fewer scien- 
tists would be needed to make the 
plan work than the Technical 
Committee’s proposal had called 
for, because the Authority would 
always know just where its ores 
were, and in what quantities, and 
to a purposes they were being 
put.

Louise DeKoven Bowen, Born Rich, Has Spent 71 Years Fighting for the Poor

have long since draped a fasci- 

nator across their shoulders 
and retired to a rocking chair, 
Louise DeKoven Bowen is still go- 
ing strong. Next February, this re- 
markable woman, who for more 
than half a century has been 
known as the “social conscience” 
of Chicago, will be 88 years old, 

“Lulu” Bowen was born rich and 
grew up in the days when “cul- 
tured girls” reactedsto life’s little 
tragedies by running for the 
smelling salts. But Lulu Bowen 
was made of different stuff. At 
16, she was already interested in 
the problem of juvenile delinquen- 
cy and had established the first 
boys’ club in Chicago in the base- 
ment billiard room of her father’s 
lake shore mansion, 

From that beginning in her life- 
long battle to make Chicago a 
better city to live in, she went on 
to fight for and win the first anti- 
sweatshop laws ever enacted in 
the West. She fought ward bosses 
and politicians until she saw the 
establishment of the first juvenile 
court and the first juvenile de- 
tention home ever to be set up 
any place in the world. She turned 
to women’s rights, to slum clear- 
ance, and battled civic authorities 
until Chicago established a visit- 
ing nurses association to care for 
the thousands of the city’s suffer- 
ing and underprivileged. 


A T an age when most old ladies 


She gave more than one mil- | 


lion dollars of her own money to 
Chicago’s famed Hull House and 
bludgeoned other millions out of 
the wealthy cron 3 her friends 
and acquaintances by awakening 
them to a realization of their duty 
to Chicago’s poor. 

Recently, at the urging of 
friends, “Lulu” Bowen sat down 
and committed to paper her mem- 
ories of the days when her bat- 
tles were at their height; when she 
was helping raise money for the 
starving children during Chicago’s 
great garment worker’s strike in 
1910; when she was fighting the 
U. 8S. Steel Company for the aboli- 
tion of the 12-hour day; when she, 
one of the largest stockholders in 
the Pullman Company, was carry- 
ing on a pitched battle with that 
concern for the removal of indus- 
trial hazards. Now off the press, 
those memoirs, set down in a book 
titled “Open Windows,” make in- 
teresting reading. 

It was in 1875 that “Lulu” De 
Koven, fresh from a young ladies’ 
seminary, first began her long 
career of “sharing and caring” for 
the poor of Chicago: Invited to 
take on a Sunday school class of 
“very bad boys,” she found that 
in order to impress anybody you 
first had to win that person’s 
respect. She won the respect of 
every boy in the class by whaling, 
one of the sassiest hoodlums and 
throwing him, before he could re- 
cover from his surprise, out of the 
basement of the church, Before 
many Sundays had passed, she 
had a class of 100 interested “bad 
boys” and before long’ she was 
not only teaching them on Sun- 
days but entertaining them on 
weekday nights in the basement 
billiard room of her father’s 
palatial residence.

Mexis BOWEN believes that 


this was the first boys’ club 

in Chicago and out of it. came 
her conviction that “boys’ clubs 
accomplish what can’t be done 
with policemen’s clubs.” 

Soon she began to visit the 
families of these “bad boys.” 
Brought up in a family whose 
dollars were counted in millions, 
she could not believe the misery 
she saw. She could not believe the 
conditions of the sweatshops in 
which the parents of these chil- 
dren worked, At first she used 
her own money to set up needle- 
work classes for poor girls and 
homemaking classes for their 
mothers, But she knew that this 
was not enough. She made herself 
an authority on tenement housing, 
she studied labor laws, she de- 
cided that what charitable organi- 
zations existed were only sops to 
the conscience of the rich and 
little comfort to the bellies of the 
poor. 

And then she began to fight— 
for anti-sweatshop laws; for a 
juvenile court; for a juvenile de- 
tention home; for city parks and 
playgrounds; for laws governing 
hours and wages for women; for 
clean government; for better city 
garbage disposal; for anything and 
everything that would help the 
people of Chicago who had been 
born with as little as she had 
been born with much. 

“In the old days,” said Mrs. 
Bowen, “when one of us was 
aroused to the existence of a 
wrong, we put on our Donnets, tied 
the strings under our chins, har 
nessed the horse and buggy, put 
in the hitching strap with a weight 
on the end and drove to the place 
where. we needed to do battle. 
When we were attacked:by forces 
of evil, we rallied omr franks and 
assembled at the mayor's office. 
It took courage to face the ward 
boss or to cross swords with the 
wealthy and powerful crooks; but 
we had convictions, although not 
much other ammunition. 

“Our manner of getting what 
we wanted in those days was much 
more spectacular and speedier 
than at the present. I remember 
once ‘when inferior coal was fur- 
nished the poor, It came in big 
pieces of slate which were too 
big for the stove and would not 
burn anyway. We went In a crowd 
to the mayor’s office to protest. 
I was the spokesman. At the cru- 
cial moment one of the probation 
officers—I never knew whether it 
was intentional or otherwise—

dropped on the floor a large piece 
of siate such as had been sent 
to the poor. It just missed the 
mayor’s toes and made a tre- 
mendous noise. Everyone came 


running from the other rooms and: 


the corridors. The mayor was 80 
angry he seized the telephone, 
bawled out the coal companies 
and ordered better coal.” 

In her years of fighting for the 
rights of Chicago’s. underprivi- 
leged, Louise DeKoven Bowen still 
found time to raise a family. And 
to her husband Joseph Bowen she 
pays a fine tribute: 


“My husband was always proud 
and sympathetic about everything 
I did. When we opened the first 
boys’ club at Hull House the first 
guests found him sweeping off the 
sidewalk. Sometimes he looked a 
little anxious about me. For in- 
stance, I remember one time mak- 
ing a speech on woman suffrage. 
My husband was in the audience 
and I caught his eye, and I knew 
he was thinking ‘What ever is 
Louise going to say next?’ But he 
never interfered with me and 
neither did my children.” 

Of her great wealth, of which 
she gave away millions to the 
causes in which she was inter- 
ested, she said: “Money gives you 


freedom. People don’t snub you if’ 


you have money. It’s a horrid 
thing, because money has nothing 
in the world to do with right and 
wrong, but it makes people more 
respectful, It helped to make me 
free.” 


When she decided that Chicago 
should have a juvenile court, she 
rallied a group of women around 
her and bullied the heads of Chi-

Bowen has received many honors. 
Once the Republicans begged her 
to run for mayor of the city. The 
great Jane Addams once said that 
any list of America’s outstanding 
women would be incomplete with- 
out the name of Louise De- 
Koven Bowen. She was President 
Harding’s selection as representa- 
tive from the U.S. to the Pan- 
American conference held in Bal- 
timore. And it has been said that 
her “fingerprints are on the cor- 
nerstone’ of every important or- 
ganization in Chicago.” 

Seven years ago, when Mrs. 
Bowen celebrated her eightieth 
birthday, Hull. House, the United 
Charities of Chicago, the Juvenile 
Protective <Association and the 
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when Americans pin on a con- 
vention badge they park their 
manners and heads with their 
hats. 

Probably no place else on 
earth, except on the days wars 
end, can people conjure up the 
drooling mass of insanity that 
any bunch of Americans can 
demonstrate any time they are 
in convention assembled, 
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At home a man may be a 
sober, church-going, lawn- 
mowing, nose-to-the-grindstone 
citizen, indulgent to his family

Her children and grandchildren 
and great-grandchildren look on in 
awe, but it is rumored that they, 
like Chicago’s politicians, are 
afraid to cross her in any way. 

One of her daughters tells this 
story on her mother. It seems as 
though the daughter had given 
Mrs. Bowen an adding machine 
for a Christmas present to help 
her with her duties as treasurer 
of Hull House, a post she has held 
since the beginning of the settle- 
ment, As the daughter walked in- 
to the room Mrs. Bowen was add- 
ing up a column of figures with 
a pencil. 

“Whatever are 
asked the daughter. 

“I’ve just been using my new 
adding machine,” said Mrs. Bowen. 

“Yes,” puzzled the daughter,

Life to Flowers

AST week I went over to Putnam county, Indiana, on busi- 
L ness, The cornfields across Indiana and Illinois gave full 
promise of that record corn crop which is being predicted 

—a fact that holds some danger for the future. 
a field of corn being raised 


There’s many 
this year on land which 
would be better off in grass. 
But this year’s big cash crop 


is almost certain to cause 
many farmers to try for a 
bumper crop again next 
year, instead of putting 
these fields back into the 
solil-conserving rotation 
where they belong, thus 
dragging down the fertility 
of the land for future years. 
They were holding a “Profit 
from Pasture” meeting in 
Putnam County and I won’t 
forget a remark made by 
one outstanding agricultural 
expert to the effect that 
“any moron on a tractor can 
raise 50 bushels of corn to 
the acre in a good year— 
but while he is doing it, an 
intelligent farmer across the fence can be getting a higher 
yield from good pasture and livestock and building up his soil 
fertility at the same time.” But that wasn’t what I started 
out to write about. The recent rains filled our pond at Possym 
Trot Farm to the brim and sent thousands of gallons of water 
pouring out over the spillway. While I was gone, Marion 
Clark, who is Extension Agricultural Engineer, paid us a visit. 
With Hug Steavenson, Agricultural Secretary of the Chamber 
of Commerce, Gus Budde of the Conservation Federation and 
Bernie Mabry, Clark dropped in to look at our pond before 
going down to locate a similar project for the Boy Scout Camp 
on Rock Creek. Mama hiked over to the pond with them 
through the wet fields and Bernie made notes on Clark’s 
suggestions. As I suspected, our spillway is too low and can 
be raised nearly two feet and widened, which will give us a 
depth of nearly 12 feet and a considerably bigger water area. 
So much the better for future stocking with fish. Some addi- 
tional lime can be spread on the grass watershed leading down 
to the pond and a couple of hundred pounds can be used in the 
pond itself. The whole dam can be lightly mulched with the 
ripe timothy hay which we cut in that field last week to 
help seed this area and get it into good sod cover.

@ IN THE COUNTRY, ABOUT the only bad effect of our 
unusually heavy August rains is to cause a lot of soil erosion 
wherever row crops aren’t properly contoured, or to overflow 
gzome crops planted in low bottom land. Most of the wheat 
and oats have been threshed and are under cover, the hay is 
in the barn, while corn is too well along toward maturity to 
be badly hurt. Missouri should be assured of a colorful autumn, 
for there must be a plentiful supply of sub-surface moisture 
to keep the trees green until frost. Mama’s flower gardens got 
badly beaten down with each heavy shower, but soon stood up 
again and are a riot of color at a time when our flowers are 
usually suffering for lack of water, Not only the hardy petunias 
and zinnias are blooming, but the hybrid tea roses are putting 
forth dozens of buds.

After Five Years, Churchill Finds Time to Take Over Historic Post

DOVER, England. Aug. 14. 
(By Mail) 


CAME to Dover today to see 

Winston Churchill officially in- 

stalled as Lord Warden of the 
Cinque Ports, those ports along 
England’s southeast coast which 
have for a thousand years insured 
that European powers play in 
their own yards. They’re still 
called the “cinque” (five) ports 
even though there are actually 
seven of them, and some of them 
are no longer ports. Dover, Hast- 
ings, Romney, Hythe and Sand- 
wich were the original five insti- 
tuted at key defense points back 
in Anglo-Saxon times. Then, after 
William the Conqueror took over, 
Rye and Winchelsea were added 
to the chain. In exchange for sup- 
plying the king naval protection, 
the Cinque Ports were granted 
special privileges which made 
them the envy of other English 
towns, 

The big gun in the set-up was 
the Lord Warden, He was en- 
titled to maritime salvage along 
his coast as well as any fines he 
might impose .when he presided 
over the court at Dover. Today 
the office is largely ornamental 
Churchill, who was awarded the 
job back in 1941, but was at that 
time too busy being prime minister 
‘and minister of defense to stop 
for a formal installation, chuckled 
this morning that he found the 
Lord Warden's post hadn't inter- 
fered with his other tasks, 

As Lord Warden of the Cinque 
Ports, Churchill has the right to 
live in Walmer Castle near Deal— 
a bounty not to be sneezed at 
these days in house-starved 
Britain. If Churchill elects not 
to live at Walmer, visitors will 
continue to wander through that 
castle at sixpence, (10c) a head 
and see the room in which an ear- 
lier Lord Warden, the Duke of 
Wellington, died, Churchill's grand- 
father, the Duke of Malborough, 
was Lord Warden once; and so 
was William Pitt, the only other 
commoner to hold the office. 

x «* * 


Churchill, riding with his wife 
in the only open car in the pro- 
cession, was togged up in a deluxe 
model Admiral-type uniform, with 
epaulettes and sword and a fore- 
and-aft cocked hat. Preceding 
him and following him were the 
barons and mayors of the seven 
towns, garbed in scarlet robes 
and blue velvet caps, their scep- 
ters of office borne by aides who 
sat in front with the chauffeurs, 
Some of the celebrities had their 
wives along, but the pageantry 
was patterned strictly after the 
birds: the males did the strutting 
and wore the bright colors. The 
women, however, should have felt 
some satisfaction in knowing that 
the Cinque ports owed no small 
part of their latest salvation to 
the efforts of women in the ger- 
vices, 

All Dover turned out to welcome 
Churchill. Thestreets along the 
line of parade were festooned with 
pennants, and many of the border- 
ing houses were freshly painted. 
Soldiers and marines lined the 
curbs, and had nearly two hours 
of practice at standing at at- 
tention before the caravan showed 
up. Halfway down the street that 
Jjeads from Dover Castle to the 
market place, a military band 
warmed up, experimenting with 
semi-classical waltzes to while 
away the time. 

Stately old limousines purred 
up the steep road, lurching 
heavily as their drivers wrenched 
them around the hair-pin curve 
near which I stood, Army trucks 
and stray motorcycles roared 
down the hill, bounced around the 
bend and back-fired as they 
coasted on down into the town. 
“The Archbishop of Canterbury,” 
the woman next to me exclaimed 
as a faded Rolls-Royce purred

up. A truck, swinging wide on 
the turn, nearly polished off the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, if 
that’s who it really was in the 
gar, > 

In Dover harbor lay two de- 
stroyers, dressed gaily with their 
pennants. A channel steamer 
shoved past them and out through 
the harbor entrance on its way 
to Calais, 22 miles away. Another 
steamer approached from the 
straits. France looked to be with- 
in swimming distance, but the 
water was a sour grey beside the 
white chalk cliffs. 

It turned out that Churchill had 
sneaked into Dover Castle through 
a back entrance. In the olden days, 
the castle closed up tight, come 
sun-down, Even the king could 
not be let in at the front gate if 
he came after dark. He was told 
to go around to the back gate 
where he ‘was admitted by the 
Constable of the castle personally. 
Once the king got inside, he was 
boss, But he still couldn't open 
the front gate until eun-up. All 


‘of which shows that being a King 


wasn’t all peaches even back in 
the days when there were enough 
thrones to go around. 

The Lord Warden's flag flew 
from one of the castle turrets. 
In the little church of St. Mary- 
in-Castle, the oldest Christian 
church in all of England, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury con- 
ducted the preliminary service of 
installation. He quoted Churchill's 
famous statement, “Never have so 
many owed so much to so few,” 
and added, “We install as Lord 
Warden one who in the years of 
our greatest peril and need kept 
watch and ward over England, 
over the Empire, and over free- 
dom.” Then Churchill, the Arch- 
bishop, and the mayors and barons 
left the churth, none of them 
signing the vistor’s book on the 
desk near the entry, or dropping

coins into the contribution box. 
They climbed into their cars, and 
all was ready for the descent into 
the town. 

The parade began. Barons and 
mayors who chanced to have 
round faces were cheered by mis- 
take. But’ when the open car 
brought Churchill around the bend 
in the road, there was no mistak- 
ing the beloved “Winnie.” The 
crowd cheered, and the cheer 
rolled down along the street all 
the way to the market place like 
wind through a stand of wheat, 
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Everyone was so busy taking 
shortcuts, the main street was 
nearly empty as the parade moved 
on to the grounds of Dover Col- 
lege. There, beneath a canopy sup- 
ported by candy-striped poles, 
Churchill was seated on a high- 
backed chair. When the’ barons 
and the mayors and the judges 
had seated themselves, the Senes- 
chal of the Court, be-wigged and 
be-robed, produced a scroll, and 
from it read the Lord Warden's 
proclamation calling the Court of 
Shepway together. Then the Mayor 
of Dover asked Churchill to take 
over the job of Lord Warden of 
the Cinque Ports, Churchill, who 
has held the job for five years, 
said that he'd be giad to. Then 
the mayors and the barons stood 
up and bowed once to the Lord 
Warden. Then they sat down, 
their job done. A _ astern-looking 
judge read a speech of congratu- 
lation, but before he could fin- 
ish, heavy guns nearby blasted out 
a 19-gun salute. Churchill looked 
pleased. Then he shifted his sword 
and stood to address the Grand 
Court of Shepway. 

For a thousand years, he said, 
the Cinque Ports had been un- 
conquered, Today we could still 
make that claim. It -was because 
Britain had whipped her own big 
guns into action in record time; 


because from nearby airfields Brit- 
ish planes had driven off the 
enemy; because patrols had kept 
the straits of Dover open, that the 
Battle of Britain was won, and 
with it our right to live, 

But the new Lord Warden con- 
cluded his speech by warning that 
the day of the Cinque Ports is 
past. “We have moved into a new 
age,” he explained, adding that no 
longer could there be a guarantee 
that the thin strip of water could 
be defended. A larger concept of 
defense must be born, 

“Sounds like he’s resigning al- 
ready,” a red-faced man beside me 
whispered to a crony. They both 
chuckled, and when Churchill re- 
sumed his seat, they cheered with 
the rest of the crowd. 

The Grand Court then headed 
on foot for a banquet in the town 
hall, where, on the ramparts, a 
lean old man waited tensely to 
hoist the Warden’s colors as soon 
as Churchill would enter the build- 
ing. The Lord Warden stalked 
around the corner and headed for 
the doorway. Up went the flag. 
Then Churchill fooled them all. 
He slipped away from hig escort 
and moved over to have a look 
at the Guard of Honor. The barons 
and mgyors stood in a confused 
group waiting for him to return 
to lead them into the banquet 
hall.

Much Education as They Can Take

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 24. 

NE spring about 40 years ago 

a lawyer in a small Indiana 

town plowed up two corner 

lots he owned, then took his two 

sons, aged 10 and 11, down to 

look at them. “Good soil,” he said. 

“Anyone could grow a lot of vege- 

tables here—even little whipper- 
snappers like you two.” 

Changing his manner, he handed 
the older boy $5 and said: “From 
now until the end of school vaca- 
tion you're farmers, If you grow 
good stuff, folks’ll buy it and 
you'll make money -—- and you can 
keep what you make.” 

The boys accepted the challenge 
and by mid-September each had 
earned $6.45, 

Like other fathers, this man 
wanted his sons to grow up with 
the old-fashioned virtues — to be 
self-reliant and resourceful men. 
The venture in vegetable garden- 
ing was the first of a series of 
practical lessons. Other summers 
he got them jobs in factories, and 
when they were 16 and 17 he gave 
them train fare and a little over. 
Each separately was to go some- 
where 1000 miles from home and 
make his own way, expecting no 
help from home, It was a severe 
test, especially for the father, but 
the boys, after working in lumber 
camps and on farms, returned 
right side up, much the better for 
their experience, 

One of the sons was the late 
Wendell Willike, The other, Fred 
Willkie, became one of the coun- 
try’s great engineers and indus- 
trial leaders, As vice-president and 
executive director of Seagram & 
Sons, he has been applying his 
father’s methods on the larger 
stage of industry, with a success 
that promises to affect the rela- 
tions of management to labor 
everywhere. 

A tall man in his fifties, Fred 
Willkie does not resemble his 
brother physically. With his high 
forehead, long upper lip, rimless 
glasses, and gleaming white collar, 
he reminds one of an old-fashioned 
fire and brimstone preacher—until 
he smiles. It is the wide Willkie 
smile, with all the Wendell Willkie 
charm. Fred Willkie does not 
send his workers 1000 miles from 
home, He accomplishes what 


these long journeys did by making 
them move from job to job, from 
problem to problem, so that they 
are constantly facing a challenge. 
Also, believing that full minds 
breed ideas, he offers his em- 
ployes, virtually without cost, as 
much education as they can take, 


In the past eight years two 
thirds of the 3500 employes have 
studied in the company’s 11 
plants under university professors 
or at the universities themselves: 
Shakespeare, the philosophy of 
religion, law, medicine, cooking, 
the appreciation of music, Spanish, 
short-story writing. Altogether 
they have taken 187 different sub- 
jects. It doesn’t matter to Willkie 
what they study. He believes that 
the more you know, the wider your 
— the more you get out of 
ife. 


“You can’t keep people alive by 
giving them ping-pong and quoits,” 
he says. “Education is the only 
way to refresh and _ replenish 
them.” 

This method, as unusual as was 
the method of the Indiana lawyer 
with his sons, pays off. During 
the war, for example, Seagram’s-— 
according to an official War Pro- 
Guction Board report—produced 
twice as*much industrial alcohol 
as any other distiller in the 
United State. The explanation is a 
body of men, unchained to prece- 
dent. They looked at the machines 
with clear eyes and saw their 
faults, and having seen, corrected 
them. It is said in the trade that 
Seagram’s has advanced the in- 
dustry technologically in ten years 
more than it advanced in the 200 
that went before. 

The method also pays off for 
the worker. The men in super- 
visory and executive positions are 
youngsters, virtually all under 30, 
shouldering responsibility. and 
earning salaries far beyond their 
years,. Consider 29-year-old Leroy 
Smith, who came to work offering 
a master’s degree in chemistry. 
He thought he would march right 
into laboratory work, but what he 
got was a broom and the front 
walk, After a while he was in the 
drying shed; at the end of three 
months, the bottling works. 

“I was working in a factory, 
wearing overalls, earning money-— 
but it felt like being at college,” 
Leroy told me. “The boss was like 
a professor. Even the men I 
worked with were intérested in 
seeing me learn—and I learned 
fast.” 

Again Leroy was moved, this

time to the power plant. Raises 
came to him regularly, without his 
asking, and in the evenings he 
had begun to study architecture. 
Some day, he thought, he would 
build himself a house. The fact 
that he was taking courses helped 
him, because four times a year his 
performance was appraised and 
entered on a record card, and item 
No. 1 on the card was education. 
Leroy Smith has since built the 
house. He has been a plant man- 


*» ager, a director of industiral re- 


lations, a director of research, and 
now is Willkie’s personal repre- 
sentative at Seagram’s main of- 
fices in New York. 

All through the plants, men are 
moving in much the same way, 
not up, not down, but horizontally. 
Each man is being confronted 
with new facts, new experiences, 
being compelled constantly to 
solve problems. The process of 
manufacture, they learn, is no sa- 
cred cow, but something they are 
free to alter, if they can find a 
better way.

HE curiosity and initiative 
T generated by the Willkie meth- 

ods have produced valuable 
by-products. One man, working in 
the cooperage department, watched 
distillery waste being carted away 
for sale as feed. Being a farmer's 
son, he remembered the poor qual- 
ity beef this feed made, known in 
the stockyards as “whiskey” cat- 
tle, Taking a sample of the waste, 
he experimented with it. -When 
he found what he was after he 
sent it home to his father for 
testing. The report that came 
back was so cheering that the 
man went directly to Willkie. A 
high protein feed came into being, 
a vital-ingredient to the making 
of Grade-A beef and an impor- 
tant by-product of distilleries. 

The recurrence of such inel- 
dents, which makes every job an 
adventure, warms the heart of 
Fred Willkie. He said to me: 
“You can’t imprison research in a 
laboratory. It goes on wherever 
a man asks questions, wherever 
the human intelligence works cre- 
atively.” Fully as many techno- 
logical “advances at Seagram's 
have come out of men inthe plant 
as out of the laboratory. 

Here in Louisville I went with 
Seagram workers to the Univers- 
ity of Louisville, The driver of 
the car I was in had been born 
in a miner’s cabin. Now a super- 
visor in the barrel works, he has 
been studying law for the past 
four years — at company expense, 
There. were Seagram men and 
women in virtually every evening 
class at the University. An ar- 
rangement with the school makes 
it possible to set up any course 
10 men demand, Payment is on 
the basis of grades, If a student 
receives an A, Seagram’s pays all 
the costs — tuition, books, fees; 
for a B — three fourths payment 
is made; for a C — half. Under 
this system 10 men have obtained 
doctorates and 25 their masters’ 
degrees, virtually without cost.

non-college men—laborers, skilled 
craftsmen, etc. — so far haven't 
gone in much for study, although* 
the unions urge their members 
to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity. Some workers, by special 
arrangement with local universi- 
ties, have earned their high-school 
diplomas, and have gone on to 
take college credits, Fred Willkie 
now has two men on full time 
finding ways of persuading other 
lower-bracket workers to study. 

Recently he gave Purdue Uni- 
versity $5000 to make a survey 
of all industry to discover how 
education is being used in other 
factories, and to work out ways 
for extending the system which 
has worked so well at Seagram’s, 
The freezing of industry is ana- 
thema to Willkie. The hoarding 
of patents and technological ad- 
vances, he regards as pernicious. 
His plants are open to all comers, 
Not only can they imitate his in- 
genuities without payment, but he 
will suply blueprints and men to 
help them get started. A Puerto 
Rican sugar man who wanted to 
set up an alcohol plant was 
Joaned an experienced man for a 
year, 
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ening India appeared in the 
newspapers, his young men 
suggested to Willkie that perhaps 
something could be done to make 
the high protein cattle feed palat- 
able for human beings, Soon the 
plant was cooking and tasting and 
adding vitamins to the feed. Fin- 
ally they conscripted a Hindu who 
worked at Seagram's to add his 
knowledge of Indian flavors. 
When the mess was hot enough 
to burn a hole in an American 
mouth the Hindu pronounced it 
satisfactory: “A little mild—but 
good!” Today it is in India in 
quantity, a fine, well-balanced ra- 
tion which, when mixed with rice, 
makes a nourishing meal, 
Incidentally, this Hindu is one 
of 62 foreigners who have come to 
work and learn at Seagram's. 
Among them are five Russians, 
several Chinese, many Latin 
Americans, Their status is that of 
ordinary employes except that 
they rotate from job to job more 
rapidly than others, and they must 
agree to stay at least one year. 
They are free to take back with 
them anything they learn, The al-

cohol used in China now for fuel

Fred Willkie is keenly interested 
in the Negro, and with his usual 
practicality is doing something 
Original about the prablem, The 
Negro, he reasoned, has always 
been the man with the scrub brush 
the man who cleans up. At Sea- 
gram’s there is an organization 
known as the Industrial Sanita- 
tion Research Institute, created 
by Willikie to raise industrial 
cleaning to the rank of a profes- 
sion. The institute is both a re- 
search body and a school. In co- 
operation with the presidents of 
Negro universities, Willkie last 
year chose 12 graduates of these 
schools, men with bachelor de- 
grees, and they are now study- 
ing—with pay—at Seagram's. 

Four hours of each week they 
study the composition of soaps 
and cleaning fluids, cleaning 
mechanisms, the handling of in- 
dustrial wastes, architecture from 
the sanitation point of view, 
disease prevention, etc. For this 
study period they receive time and 
a half. Forty hours a week they 
work, applying what they have 
learned. 


As an experiment, the group 
was turned loose in the plant of 
a big automobile manufacturer in 
Detroit. In this light and modern 
factory they pointed out dozens of 
examples of almost medieval in- 
efficiency in cleaning methods. 
Their comment and performance 
so impressed the management that 
it was for hiring them all on the 
spot. Comment from other indus- 
trialists make it clear that there 
will be excellent jobs waiting for 
the men whey they leave—execu- 
tive positions, carrying with them 
both salary and prestige. 


“Men develop in direct ratio to 
the challenge they meet,” Fred 
Willkie believes. “They grow in 
proportion to the confidence they 
have in their own abilities; they 
attain real stature only when they 
have achieved success and learned 
to absorb failure. Most men are 
old in years when they learn these 
things. Industry can, if it will, 
produce men young in years, but 
old in experience. And such men 
can tame the machine—use it for 
social needs rather than for the 
pursuit of profit alone.”

And Rice 
Recipe

HEN rice is plentiful once 

more, we can enjoy it pre- 

pared the Spanish way. 
There, in my opinion, is rice in 
one of its most excellent versions. 
It is a dish very much on the 
order of the Cuban Arroz con 
Pollo, which many of you may 
have learned to enjoy while visit- 
ing Havana. 

Cut up a frying chicken in 
pieces and fry it in oll, without 
flouring, until it is browned nicely. 
Put the chicken to one side and 
into the oil in the pan put one 
cupful of unwashed, uncooked rice 
and fry it until it is golden in 
color. (Some chefs also add a 
dash of saffron, at this point, but 
that is matter of individual pref- 
erence.) 

Keep stirring the rice and add 
a couple of chopped onions, a 
minced clove of garlic and one- 
fourth cup of tomato puree. A 
spot of chili powder goes well 
here. 
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NOW POUR IN about two and 
one-half curs of chicken stock or 
broth and season with salt and 
pépper.

Cut 
up a pound of round steak into 
2-inch squares. Cut one-half 
pound of beef kidney into small 
sections, after it has been par- 
boiled and any membrane re- 
moved. Cut about four strips of 
bacon in pieces and brown them 
lightly with one minced onion. 
Mix one-fourth cup flour with 
some salt, pepper and thyme, Put 
the beef, kidney and bacon in a 
buttered dish, with juices from | 
the bacon pan, and sprinkle them | 
with the flour mixture. Pour | 
three cups of rich bouillon over 
all and cook slowly in a moderate 
oven for one hour. Check for. 
seasoning, top with slices of hard- | 
cooked egg, reheat through and 
serve with waffles or thick pan- 
cakes,

Atomic Age Dictates Major Changes in Design— 
Some Contend Giant Submarines Must Be 
Backbone of the Fleet 
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First big line-of-battle ships emerged about 1500. As distinct from the 

e armed merchantman and transport of the period, they were made 

specifically for fighting. Chief improvements during next 300 years were 

to make them bigger, with more and. larger guns and stouter oak sides.

FUNDAMENTAL change in warship design—more revolutio than 
the replacement of sails by steam and wood by iron—will result from 
the atomic bomb experiments at Bikini. Though the deep underwater 

bomb test is yet to come, the first two tests (airburst and shallow water burst) 
have demonstrated that the best battlewagon now afloat is obsolete. 

President Truman's atomic bomb commission, headed by Senator Hatch, 


has reported that the Bikini tests “undoubtedly point the way to changes in 


ship's size, design, and structure, both above and below the waterline.” This 
means admirals, naval architects and scientists face a problem in warship 
redesign, one that dwarfs the upheavals resulting from emergence of the 
ironclad Monitor in 1862 and the powerful Dreadnought of 1906. 

The Navy is working with the axiom in mind that war’s pendulum swings 
impartially between defense and offense. But it is not as easy nowadays to 
whistle in the graveyard of sunken warships as it was when more simple 
menaces were heralded as sounding the “doom of navies.” The armor- 
piercing shell, the big steel ram bow, the torpedo boat and submarine were, 
in due time, countered. The atomic bomb antidote, scientists say, is far away. 

But the admirals are not discouraged. Most say the warship will undergo 
a successful metamorphosis, coming out nicely*adapted to the atomic age. 
There is a’smaller school, however, that firmly believes the submarine will 
become the Navy's backbone. 

Those favoring the surface ship believe its hull can be made to stand 
a fairly close burst. Radio antennae, radar gear, fire control equipment can 
be cared for with sturdier design, more flexible masts, streamlined housing. 
Cellular compartmentation can be stronger, more extensive. Ventilators and 
stacks will come down, And it is fondly hoped means will be found to 
neutralize or guard against radioactivity. 

One result of the problems posed by the atomic bomb is that construction 
of the U.S.S. Kentucky has been halted. It is reported she will carry a 
main battery of rocket launchers instead of 16-inch guns. She may be even 
further modified. Future battleships, and even cruisers, may have the 
cylindrical hull forms of a submarine, for this shape permits strongest 
construction. It is possible a streamlined version of this of construction 
may hearken back to the turtleback monitors that developed from the Monitor 
of 1862. Such a ship may be much like the artist's conception on this page 
of the future heavy war vessel. | 

But American submarine veterans, who have been experimenting with 
U-boats surrendered by Germany, think that the submarine can be developed 
into a superlative warship. They have found the latest type U-boats, which 
Hitler didn‘t get to use, far superior to our own very good submarines. 

They point out that a Tok deep-diving, powerfully built submarine, 
equipped with atomic warhead missiles that could be fired while the ship 
was submerged, would be a craft of terrible potentialities. 

Looking a little further into the future, Rear Admiral H. G. Bowen, Chief 
of the Naval Office of Research and Invention, says it may not be so very 
long before atomic energy is used to make steam for driving turbines. 

As Bowen explains it, elimination of boilers, associated auxiliaries, and 
tons of fuel oil would be a tremendous weight and space saver. A 10-ton 
atomic pile, Bowen believes, might give a submarine or a surface ship a 
cruising range “limited only by the amount of provisions carried.”

N A CORNER of a synagogue, a room adjoining a temple, in a 
cellar—wherever orthodox Jews have had the opportunity to pursue 
their religion—Hebrew scholars for centuries have met in Talmudic 

study groups. Led by a rabbi, they bend over their Talmuds, read 
in sonorous chants the religious interpretation first compiled some 
1700 years ago. Each point is discussed, argued, dissenting opinion 
often leading to heated debate. The Talmud student respects the 
advice of the ancient rabbis: ‘Learn, keep on learning and learn 
more, because everything is in knowledge. ' 

The Talmud is the great body of Jewish civil and canonical law 
reduced to writing during 100 to 600 A. D., and remains the authorita- 
tive and practical guide of orthodox Jews. It consists of two parts: 
Mishnah, a systematic collection of religious-legal decisions inter- 
preting the laws of the Old Testament, and the Gemara, supplementary 
material commenting on the Mishnah. 

Oldest Talmudic study group in St. Louis is that of the Beth 
Hamedrash Hagodol Synagogue, 5877 Bartmer avenue, founded 63 
years ago. It is led by Reverend Bernard Finkelstein; studies are 
held daily, except Friday, from 6 to 8 o'clock in the evening. There 
are 20 similar groups in St. Louis, each connected with synagogues.
